The  career  of  Marie  Dressier, 
variously  known  as  "the  most  be- 
ved  woman  on  the  American 
stage"  and  as  "Queen  Marie  of  Hol- 
lywood," and  as  "the  grand  old 
trouper,"  was  not  a  continuous  and 
bewildering  succession  of  triumphs.

LONDON,  July  28  (AP). -British 
Oovernment  officials  left  their  of- 
fices today  for  the  week-end  with 
their  worries  over  the  Austrian 
situation  considerably  lessened.  They 
feel  the  widely-voiced  fear  of  a  Eu- 
ropean war  has  been  greatly  allayed 
by  the  trend  of  events  in  both  Italy 
and  Qermany,  aa  well  as  In  Austria 
itself. 

The  consensus  at  present  seems  to 
be  that  Prince  Ernst  von  Starhem- 
berg  and  his  associates,  who  are  at 
the  helm  in  Austria,  have  a  firm 
grip  on  the  situation. 

"Until  a  new  Cabinet  is  consti- 
tuted.'' one  official  spokesman  de- 
clared, "the  future  of  Austria's  In- 
ternal politics  is  uncertain."

A,  July  28  (AP). — Pressing  on  with  fierce 
lination  to  crush  the  Nazi  revolt,  loyal 
troops  today  poured  bullets  and  artillery  shells 
into  the  ranks  of  rebels  in  Styria  and  Carinthia. 

Scores  of  Nazis  were  killed  and  wounded,  and 
many  Government  men  fell  as  the  Heimwehr  slowly 
but  steadily  forced  the  rebels  from  their  positions  in 
the  mountain  passes.  Hundreds  of  Nazis  were  forced 
over  the  border  into  Jugoslavia. 

The  boom  of  artillery  and  crack  of  rifles  and  machine 
guns,  In  the  provinces,  coincided  with  the  pealing  of  church 
hells  in  Vienna,  where  funeral  services  were  held  for  Chan- 
cellor Engelbert  Dollfuss,  slain  Wednesday  by  Nazi  putschists. 

MONARCHISTS  HOPEFUL 
Throughout  the  disturbances — ever  since  Dollfuss 
killed — the   Monarchists  have  been  in  conference, 
that  the  conditions  were  strengthening  their  cause. 

While  warning  that  no  speculation  should  be  indulged  in 
as  to  what  they  will  do.  Baron  von  Wiesel,  representative  of 
former  Empress  Zita,  declared  the  Monarchists  believe  now 
the  populace  is  strongly  with  them. 

Shooting  broke  out  in  Graz,  capital  of  the  Province  of 
Styria,  this  evening.  Three  persons  were  killed  and  one 
woman  wounded.  The  outbreak  came  after  a  day  in  which 
loyal  troops  celebrated  their  success  in  crushing  the  Nazi 
revolt  in  Styria. 

FIGHTING  CONTINUES 
Gendarmes,  soldiers  and  police  were  rushed  to  duty,  in  the 
streets,  as  the  city  was  thrown  into  a  panic. 

The  Government  claimed  control  of  the  Province  of 
Styria,  but  there  was  occasional  sniping. 

Nazis  fought  desperately  in  Carinthia.  A  leader  of  the 
rebels  said  if  they  could  hold  out  a  little  longer,  a  new 
"putsch"  would  come  in  Styria. 

There  was  fighting,  too,  in  some  sections  of  the  Tyrol. 
Many  persons  were  arrested. 

The  number  of  dead  and  wounded  mounted  nearer  4.000, 
according  to  available  estimates. 

Oovernment  forces  in  Orax  made 
wholesale  arrests  of  suspected 
Nazis. 

As  Naxla  fled  from  their  positions 
in  the  mountains,  they  left  behind 
their  dead  and  wounded,  but  many 
took  arms  across  the  border,  said 
reports  from  the  vicinity  of  the 
fighting. 

CROSS  BORDgft 
Dispatches  from  Marlbor,  Jugo- 
slavia, described  how  the  Nazis  fell 
back  under  artillery  fire,  many  go- 
ing Into  Jugoslavia  with  rifles,  ma- 
chine guns  and  pistols. 

The  mtpons  were  described  as 
being  of  the  old  Austrian  Oreat 
War  type,  which  had  be 
eled  in  Italian  factories.

8h«  If  going  to  have  a  Navy  Week, 
beginning  tomorrow.   The  celebration  will  be  a 
sort  of  impromptu  affair,  for  little  has  been 
printed  in  the  new-papers  about  It.  That  may  be 
all  for  the  better,  for  the  Jolly  boys  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's Navy  are  capable  of  providing  good  enter- 
tainment without  formality  of  rehearsal.  It  seems 
a  long  time  since  the  old  naval  station  at  Esqui- 
mau had  the  honor  and  glory  of  saluting  an  ad- 
miral and  flagship  of  the  Fleet.   It  probably  will 
be  a  longer  time  before  the  people  of  Victoria 
will  have  the  privilege  of  greeting  a  ship  of  the 
class  of  the  Hood,  for  big  naval  craft  seem  now 
to  be  the  exception,  not  the  rule.    Still  H.MS

piping  times  of  uncertain  peace  i.   No  doubt  she 
carries  a  Jolly  good  crew  and  a  right  good  cap- 
tain, too.   If  the  tars  of  the  Navy  are  anything 
they  used  to  be  in  the  days  when  Esqulmalt 
a  Royal  naval  station,  for  the  next  few  days 
the  street*  of  the  city  will  be  enlivened  by  sights 
and  scenes  which  will  gladden  the  hearts  of  the 
oldrtimers  and  prove  to  a  younger  generation 
that  the  tale*  which  are  told  about  the  harmless 
frolics  of  bluejackets  from  the  days  of  the 
"wooden  walls  of  Old  England,"  to  the  days  of  the 
ironclads  and  steel  structures  with  turrets,  are 
not  altogether  fables.

8ome  ministers  of  the  go&pel,  however,  have 
expressed  doubts  about  the  movement  For  ex- 
ample, they  do  not  like  the  name  Oxford  Group, 
for  which,  perhaps,  there  is  little  justification; 
they  are  doubtful  of  the  value  of  the  belief  in  a 
kind  of  guidance  which  is  in  some  instances 
childish  and  absurd,  they  see,  or  think  they  see, 
a  certain  narrowness  and  spiritual  pride  in  the 
attitude  of  the  adherents  of  the  movement  Mr 
Buchman,  they  say.  seems  to  speak  and  act  as 
though  souls  can  be  won  by  no  one  unless  the 
thing  is  done  precisely  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  Mr  Buchman.  They  resent  the  suggestion 
that  their  sincere  doubts  'ipon  these  and  other 
matters  should  be  regarded  as  sinful  and  that 
they  must  be  due  to  some  hidden  weakness,  lazi- 
ness, or  cowardice.  Fears  have  been  freely  ex- 
pressed that  Mr.  Buchman  Is  too  powerful  that 
he  aims  at.  being  the  Mussolini  of  the  kingdom 
of  righteous,  that  as  he  is  sure  of  guidance  for 
his  own  life,  so  he  is  only  too  apt  to  think  that 
the  guidance  which  he  experiences  .should  be 
interpreted  by  him  for  the  guidance  of  others 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  dwell  upon  the  half- 
meant,  semi-humorous  complaint  that  Mr 
Buchman  loves  to  consort  with  tfi e  wealthy  and 
socially  powerful,  a  very  human,  possibly  laud- 
able, certainly  not  unamiable  tendency.  No  class 
of  people  have  a  monopoly  of  right  to  the  bless- 
ings of  the  gospel.   It  Is  for  rich  and  poor  alike. 

The  essayist  mentions,  in  closing,  four  "indis- 
putable points  of  strength"  In  the  movement:  It 
introduces  men  to  real  religion;  It  faces  the  facta 
of  personal  life  courageously;  Its  challenge  is  to 
absolute  consecration;  it  has  tremendous  prac- 
tical power  to  transform  and  redirect  life.  It  has 
Its  shortcomings,  no  doubt,  but  these  may  well 
"be  overlooked  and  forgiven  In  a  work  with  such 
daring  purpose  and  such  a  desperately  difficult

The  publication  of  the  results  of  the  high 
school  examinations  naturally  arouses  much  in- 
terest in  the  minds  of  students,  teachers,  and 
parents.  The  taxpayers  who  provide  the  money 
for  public  instruction  and  for  the  examinations 
which  are  devised  for  the  purpose  of  selecting 
those  students  who  may,— possibly,— profit  by 
further  expensive  Instruction  in  our  expensive 
university,  are  also  Interested. 

Figures  relating  to  examination  results  are 
more  or  less  difficult  for  the  ordinary  layman  to 
understand.  For  example,  in  the  Orade  12  ex- 
aminations the  average  percentages  in  each 
paper  ranged  from  52.7  per  cent,  which  was  the 
average  for  physics,  all  the  way  to  77.2  per  cent, 
which  was  the  average  for  German  translation. 
The  figure  for  English  composition  ws  53.7;  for 
French  grammar  66.7,  Oeometry  and  history 
stand  at  the  median,  which  is  about  63. 

Do  these  figures  mean  that  the  young  person 
of  the  present  day  in  this  Province  has  a  better 
natural  capacity  for  the  formal  grammar  of 
certain  foreign  languages  than  he  has  for  ex- 
pressing himself  in  his  own?  Why  should  the 
966  students  who  wrote  the  physics  paper  get  an 
average  of  52.7.  while  the  72  students  in  applied 
art  received  70.8?  It  may  be,  of  course,  that  these 
figures  tell  us  lege  of  the  innate  capacity  of  the 
student*  than  of  the  skill  of  the  teachers.  Are 
we,  then,  to  understand  that  French  is  better 
taught  than  English?  Or  that  draughting  is 
better  taught  th»n  history?  Is  there  some  dif- 
ference of  opinion  between  the  teachers  and  the 
examiners  as  to  the  relative  Importance  of  the 
several  branches,  and  Is  this  difference  reflected 
in  the  examination  marks?  The  results  as  pub- 
lished seem  to  suggest  that  there  is  still  some 
room  for  Improvement  in  our  methods  of  ex- 
amination. Why  should  the  average  student 
receive  63  marks  for  geometry  in  Orade  12  and 
M.9  In  the  senior  matriculation  test?  Do  these 
figures  reveal  the  capacity  of  the  student  or  the 
attitude  and  point  of  view  of  the  examiner? 

There  is  a  widespread  feeling  that  too  many 
young  people  go  forward  to  the  university,  far 
more  than  are  really  capable  of  profiting  by  uni- 
versity instruction.  Every  effort  should  be  made 
to  improve  examination  methods  so  as  to  ensure 
the  right  selection  of  students  who  are  to  be 
in  the  university  at  public  expense.

MOVEMENT  OF  SOME  IMPORTANCE 


The  Dean  of  8tudents  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  has  written  In  The  Atlantic  Monthly 
an  appraisal  of  the  Oxford  Oroup  Movement 
which  is  at  once  appreciative  and  severely  criti- 
cal. It  may  be  possible  to  compress  his  findings 
Into  small  space  without  serious  loss. 

It  appears  that  the  paternal  ancestry  of  Mr. 
Frank  Buchman,  the  chief  figure  In  the  move- 
ment. Is  German  Swiss,  that  his  religious  life  was 
nurtured  in  the  deeply  religious  atmosphere  of 
a  Pennsylvania  German  home,  and  that  his  the- 
ology is  that  which  was  taught  thirty  years  ago 
In  a  conservative,  pietlstlc,  Lutheran  seminary 
Between  1919  and  1924  Mr.  Buchman  achieved  a 
partial  success  as  an  evangelist  at  certain  Amer- 
ican universities,  Yale.  Harvard,  Princeton,  etc. 
There,  however,  discouragements  arose  and  Mr 
Buchman  transferred  his  energies  to  England 
Groups  were  formed  there,  teams  were  trained 
and  set  to  work,  and  In  less  than  ten  years  the 
Oxford  Oroup  Movement  had  become  one  of 
world  Importance.  8everal  features  of  the  move- 
ment are  pretty  well  known    There  Is  a  vocabu- 
lary, partly  old,  partly  novel,  which  Identifies  Its 
adherents  and.  when  understood,  furnishes  the 
key  to  ttieir  message    There  is  emphasis  upon 
private  confession     There  is  the  house  party 
policy  and  Its  technique    There  Is  a  mystical 
element  which  pervades  the  theory  and  practice 
«T  guidance.  8ome  of  Its  results  are  well  known 
In  many  places.  In  many  countries,  all  sort*  and 
conditions  of  men  and  women  declare  that  their 
sj  i,  tact  with  the  Groups  has  changed  their  lives 
from  futility  and  despair  to  freedom  and  glad- 
ness, and  all  because  they  have  taken  seriously 
what  every  good  Christian  professes    The  plain 
truth  Is,  according  to  the  writer  of  The  Atlantic 
article,  that  "there  Is  probably  no  splr.tua]  forc#» 
In  the  world  today  which  Is  bringing  to  the  lives

Paying  our  debts  by  haiitl.ng

One  of  the  most  exciting  events

The  small 
boys  could  not  wait  sufficiently  long 
for  the  circus  to  open  up.  and  the 
consequence  was  that  some  lltt 
fellows  footed  It  to  Esquimau  and 
back  Just  to  have  a  peek  through 
the  cracks  of  the  boards  in  the  barn 
to  see  the  animals.    One  or  two 
days  afterwards  they  came  to  Vic- 
toria, and  had  a  street  parade,  the 
monkeys,  elephants,  equestriennes 
trapese  artists,  tight-rope  walkers 
fire  eaters,  clowns,  etc.,  forming  a 
colorful  pageant.  They  pitched  their 
tents,  and  the  next  trick  of  the 
youngsters  was  to  get  under  these 
if  possible.    The  guards  were  so 
numerous  around  the  outside  that 
it  was  not  an  easy  thing  to  do.  One 
of  the  little  chaps  was  very  fortu- 
nate In  one  way  He  got  about  three 
parts  under  the  tent  when  suddenly 
something  struck  him  such  a  severe 
whack  that  It  landed  him  in  one  of 
the  seats,  but  then  the  uncomfort- 
able   part    commenced.  Although 
there  was  a  good  seat  accessible  to 
him,  the  difficulty  to  sit  down  was 
very  great,  but  as  far  as  the  urchin 
was  concerned,  this  ended  a  perfect 
day,  so  what's  the  difference?  How 
little   it   takes   to  make   a  child 
Ideally  happy t 

Fame  may  come  a 
different  ways  In  life.  Some  are 
famous  for  performing  a  skillful 
feat  which  requires  years  and  years 
of  practice,  while  others  achieve  it 
by  simply  being  able  to  make  the 
bulk  of  humanity  enjoy  a  hearty 
laugh.  Many  become  widely  known 
through  the  Invention  of  some  great 
labor-saving  device,  and  others 
through  making  something  which 
we  would  never  have  missed  had  it 
not  been  brought  into  use.  Wrigley, 
the  chewing  gum  manufacturer,  Is 
given  great  credit  for  the  way  he 
turns  out  that  popular  confection 
which  has  made  millions  of  dollars 
for  him.  and  is  used  by  millions  of 
people  all  over  the  world.  The  In- 
dians had  an  ample  supply  of  nat- 
ural chewing-gum  before  the  whites 
began  to  settle  here.

No  one 
aims  at  knot  holes  or  uses  the  old- 
fashioned  chewing  gum  found  in 
the  woods  any  more.  Lower  John- 
son Street  was  certainly  a  bit  of 
the  wild  and  woolly  West  in  those 
days,  and  no  mistake  about  it.

A  home  that  Is  really  safe  and 
healthful  to  live  in^  is  safe  all  the 
way,  from  top  to  bottom,  chimney 
to  foundation.  Never  Is  this  fact 
more  clearly  demonstrated  than  In 
the  Winter.  If  house  trouble  be- 
gins. It  usually  begins  in  the  foun- 
dation, the  walls,  the  plaster,  or  the 
chimney.  Now  is  the  time  to  fore- 
arm against  any  such  trouble. 

The  foundation  Itself  can  be  a 
source  of  great  difficulties.  Cracks 
or  fissures  in  foundation  walls  and 
the  falling  out  of  mortar  from 
between  Joints  are  among  the  most 
common  faults.  Small  cracks  may 
become  larger  from  action  of  the 
Winter  weather.  Frost  has  a  ten- 
dency to  attack  the  weak  spots  and 
do  its  part  in  Increasing  the  dam- 
age. Water  seeping  through  the 
cracks  gradually  wears  away  the 
material  and  causes  it  to  crumble 
and  fall  away.  The  results  of  these 
failures  are  far-reaching,  and 
not  remedied,  may  result  in  still 
further  damage,  not  only  to  the 
walls,  but  the  structure  they  sup- 
port. 

FOUNDATION  REPAIR 

Minor  cracks  in  foundation  walls 
are  quickly,  Inexpensively  repaired. 
If,  however,  a  wall  Is  badly  cracked 
and  crumbled  beyond  the  aid  of 
minor  repairs,  It  may  be  essential  to 
reconstruct  all  or  part  of  the  wall. 

Since  a  wet  cellar  often  results 
from  water  peneratlng  the  walls  co- 
floors,  provision  should  be  made  to 
carry  off  this  water  before  It  comes 
in  contact    with    the  foundation. 
Where  down  spouts  are    not  con- 
nected with  the  sewers,  it  is  advis- 
able to  place  a  spatter  board  or 
splash  block  at  the  outlets  to  throw 
the  roof  water  away  from  the  wall. 
Quick  .shedding  of  water  may  also 
be  accomplished  by  proper  grading. 
Waterproofing  and  drain  tiles  around 
the  footings  are  often  necessary. 
CRACKS  IN  WALLS 
Since    the    widespread    use  -of 
stucco,  cracks  are  among  the  most 
common  defects  to  be  found  In  ex- 
terior walls.   If  cracks  are  unsightly 
or  large  enough  to  admit  moisture 
which   may    damage  underlying 
structure  and  Interior  walls,  It  is 
advisable  to  repair  them. 

Forty  reasons  have  been  found  for 
cracks  in  ceilings  and  Interior  walls. 
Which  makes  it  easy  to  understand 
why  almost  every  household  suffers, 
in  one  way  or  another,  from  this 
trouble.  Structural  cracks,  map  and 
shrinkage  cracks,  loose  plaster,  holes 
in  plaster,  bulged  or  hanging  plas 
ter,  should  all  be  repaired  as  soon  as 
poaalble.  Prompt  plastering  should 
not  be  considered  an  expense,  but 
an  economy.  It  may  be  suggested 
hart,  parenthetically,  that  It  Is  ex- 
tremely worth-while  and  cheap  to 
whitewash  a  dark  cellar

FLAWS  IN  <  HIMNEY8 
The  chimney  should  be  carefully 
ispected  for  flaws.  Sometimes  there 
It  tariOlfa  through  the  joint  between 
the  chimney  and  roof,  caused  by  the 
chimney  foundation's  settling,  or, 
vice  versa,  by  the  chimney  founda- 
tion's not  settling  and  the  frame's 
shrinkage  and  settling.  If  the  top 
of  the  chimney  Is  not  properly  cov- 
ered with  a  coping  or  chimney  top, 
water  may  run  down  between  the 
bricks  and  the  flue  lining  to  stain 
the  wall  surfaces  below  The  con- 
nection between  the  roof  and  the 
masonry  of  the  chimney  should  be 
flashed  with  metal  to  turn  the  water 
away  from  the  Joint.  Chimney  re-

if  I  the   roof   is   of   slate,  tile 

shingles,  or  composition  shingles,  It 
should  be  examined  closely  to  see  If 
any  pieces  are  loose,  or  have  been 
broken  or  blown  off.  In  the  case 
of  wood  or  composition  shingles, 
they  may  be  warped,  or  decayed,  or 
disintegrated.  If  the  house  Is  cov- 
ered with  metal  or  roll  roofing, 
there  may  be  holes,  cracks,  or  open 
Joints.  The  paint  or  special  coat- 
ing may  be  worn  away. 

MAKE  INSPECTION 
The  flashing  around  the  chim- 
ney, and  the  roof's  vent  pipes  and 
valleys,  should  also  be  Inspected 
They  may  be  out  of  place,  or  rusted 
Leaves,  rubbish  and  birds'  nests  in 
the  roof  gutters  clog  the  down 
spputs.  and  should  be  remove* 
Strainers  over  the  mouths  of  the 
down  spots  should  be  clear. 

Gutters  and  down  pipes  may  need 
replacing  or  a  new  coat  of  paint. 
Obviously,  roof  repairs  are  of  para- 
mount Importance.  Without  them, 
the  household  is  subjected  to  grave 
dangers  of  111  health  and  discom- 
fort. If  repairs  are  postponed,  they 
wUl  grow  more  and  more  serious, 
and  therefore  costly. 

LEAKY  ROOF 

No  other  part  of  the  house  suffers 
as  much  abuse  as  the  roof.  Beat- 
ing rains  and  sleet,  strong  winds, 
scorching  sunshine,  alternate  freez- 
ing and  thawing,  sliding  snow  and 
ice  do  their  share  to  wear  out  the 
roof  surface.  It  Is  not  surprisinig, 
then,  that  the  householder  Is  so  fre- 
quently annoyed  by  a  leaky  roof. 

When  a  leak  develops,  it  should 
be  repaired  without  delay.  Else  the 
plaster  may  become  cracked  and 
loose,  and  eventually  fall,  or  the 
framework  below  the  leak  may  rot. 
Even  a  small  leak  can  cause  dis- 
coloration of  wall  coverings  and 
stains  on  finished  floors.

He  finds  that  It  has  a  stim- 
ulating Influence  on  that  part  of  the 
nervous  system  controlling  the  or- 
gans of  the  chest  and  abdomen;  It 
helps  to  prevent  inflammation; 
helps  coagulate  or  thicken  the 
blood;  reduces  the  Irritation  of  the 
brain  covering,  and  has  a  strength- 
ening effect  upon  the  heart  very 
similar  to  digitalis  (the  great  heart 
stimulant). 

Dr.  Zapel  used  a  20  per  cent  ao- 
lutlon  of  calcium  gluconate  In  doses 
of  about  a  teaspoonful  to  a  table- 
spoonful  three  times  a  day.  accord- 
ing to  the  seriousneas  or  severity  of 
the  case.  It  was  given  Into  the 
veins  or  by  hypodermic  Injection 
into  the  muscles.  As  a  rule  the 
treatment  was  continued  until  the 
fever  had  completely  disappeared. 

In  bronchitis  due  to  influenza, 
and  In  pleurisy,  the  lime  helps  to 
prevent  inflammation  and  to  pre- 
vent also  the  formation  of  fluid  In 
the  pleura  or  covering  of  the  lungs. 

Now  while  milk  and  frulta  are

Austria's  occupation  of  Belgrade 
was  her  answer  to  the  practical  Rus- 
sian mobilization.

Crowds  were  gathering  around 
bulletin  boards  for  news  of  more 
direful  portent  than  the  baseball 
scores.  Word  picture*  from  the 
European  capitals  had  little  interest 
for  Americans  compared  to  their 
eagerness  for  the  answer  to  the 
questions:  Is  it  true?  Will  all- 
Europe  go  to  war? 

GERMANY  CALLS 

In  Paris  the  crowds  were  grave 
and  silent,  forgetting  time  in  their 
tense  watching  for  the  next  bulle- 
tin. In  Berlin  the  crowd  answered 
the  news  of  the  Russian  mobilize 
tlon  with  calls  for  war.  Germany 
was  ready.  It  was  coming.  Why 
wait? 

But  the  German  rulers  had  an  in 
.quiring  eye  on  Britain.  Austria 
might  provide  her  a  new  gateway 
for  her  Near  Eastern  ambition  at 
Salonika,  but  she  faced  the  British 
navy  in  the  North  Sea. 

Germany,  her  other  eye  on  Russia, 
waited  for  the  first  word  of  Rus- 
sian mobilization.  She  told  Russia 
that  if  she  mobilized  further,  Ger- 
many must  begin  mobilization.  Then 
Willy  sent  another  telegram,  a  con- 
ciliatory one.  to  Nicky.

St.  Peters- 
burg reported  that  only  a  miracle 
could  prevent  war,  and  Russia's  Join- 
ing in  meant  that  Germany  would 
Join  In,  and  then  France  would. 
Yesterday  German  crowds  had 
banked  up  before  the  royal  palace 
In  Berlin,  calling  for  war;  the 
French  had  broken  their  silence  be- 
fore the  bulletin  boards  to  cheer  the 
return  of  President  Polncare  from 
Russia 

The  armies  might  be  prepared, 
they  might  be  trained  to  the  pink 
for  the  mill,  but  the  world  was  not 
prepared,  not  trained  on  a  week's 
notice  for  this  cataclysm,  frequently 
as  it  had  been  pictured  by  the:  fervid 
Imagination  of  writers. 

People  who  held  pieces  of  paper 
as  their  collateral  for  loans  or  for 
their  old  age  might  even  read  in  the 
morning  reviews  of  yesterday's  mar- 
ket that  it  was  now  hoped  that  the 
decline  on  the  Exchange  was 
checked.  And  today's  market? 
Owing  to  the  difference  in  time,  the 
Exchange  did  not  open  until  after  a 
Berlin  paper,  at  noon,  German  time, 
had  published  an  announcement  of 
an  apparently  official  decree  of 
German  mobilization.

The  final  between  W<»><1  and  Run- 
yan will  be  a  duel  between  one  of 
the  game's  longest  hitters  and  one 
of  the  shrewdest  and  most  deadly 
approach  artists.  It  will  be  their 
first  meeting  in  match  play.  Both 
were  members  of  the  1933  Ryder 
Cup  team. 

GRKAT  ROUND 
During  his  conquest  of  Shute. 
Wood  reeled  off  one  of  the  greatest 
competitive  rounds  In  the  history  of 
the  championship.  They  were  all 
square  through  the  eighth  hole,  and 
Wood  captured  the  ninth  with  a 
birdie  foftr.  to  make  the  turn  one 
up.  with  both  players  carding  out- 
going 34  s.  Wood's  birdie  at  the 
ninth  missed  being  a  trreat  eagle 
three  by  half  an  Inch.  Hla  approach 
was  twenty  yards  short  of  the  cup 
off  the  green  behind  a  bunker.  He 
chipped  over  the  hump  and  the  ball 
stopped  half  an  Inch  from  the  cup. 
That  was  the  beginnnlg  of  a  sensa- 
tional string  of  birdies.

The  environs  of  Victoria  is  the 
only  spot  on  the  North  American 
Continent  where  the  song  of  the 
English  skylark  (Alauda  arvensis 
llnnaeus  of  the  bird  books)  can  be 
heard. 

Within  ten  minutes'  drive  of  the 
hotel  area,  this  sweet  songster  of 
the  blue,  this  matchless  minstrel  of 
the  sky.  will  Jay  his  spell  upon  you 
as  you  stop  and  look  and  listen  to 
the  exquisite  trilling  and  warbling, 
showering  down  from  the  upper  air. 
AMONG  THE  OAKS 
Among  the  oaks  of  the  Uplands, 
on  the  slopes  of  Mount  Tolmle,  in 
the  orchards  of  Oordon  Head  or 
the  lush  meadows  of  Elk  Lake,  any 
day  from  April  to  October  and  al- 
most any  time  of  the  day-although 
the  morning  is  best — you  can  feel 
what  the  poet  Shelley  writes  of  In 
his  famous  "Ode  to  the  Skylark": 

Higher  still  and  higher, 

From  the  earth  thou  springes t. 
Like  a  cloud  of  Are. 

The  blue  deep  thou  wlngest, 
And  singing  still  dost  soar. 
And  soaring  ever  slngest. 

One  thousand  British  songbirds 
wers  brought  here  In  1903  and  1913: 
robin,  goldfinch,  blue  tit,  brown 
linnet  and  skylark.  None  survived 
but  the  skylark,  and  in  all  British 
Columbia  at  Victoria  alone  he  made 
himself  at  home.  Colonies  at  Port- 
land. Ore.,  and  at  Flatbush,  Long 
Island,  have  long  since  perished. 
Victoria  has  the  monopoly  of  this 
Inimitable  artistry  of  song. 

The  skylark's  nearest  neighbors 
are  in  Britain.  «,000  miles  to  the 
east;  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  2.500 
miles  to  the  west,  and  in  New  Zea- 
land, 6.000  miles  to  the  southwest.

Your  Health  and  Your  Weight 

INCREASING  WEIGHT  DEPENDS  ON  GOOD  DIGESTION 
 By  JAS.  W.  BARTON.  M.D  _ 


One  of  the  things  which  may  be 
hard  to  understand  is  why  the  over- 
weight individual  can  reduce  his 
weight  by  simply  cutting  down  on 
the  amount  of  food  he  eats,  yet  the 
thin  individual  cannot  increase  his 
weight  no  matter  how  much  he  In- 
creases the  amount  of  food  eaten. 

Now  there  are  many  thin  Indi- 
viduals who  have  a  thyroid  eland  in 
the  neck  which  makes  all  the  body 
processes  work  so  fast  that  no  fat 
can  be  stored  because  it  is  burned 
up  by  the  body  processes.  These  In- 
dividuals are  said  to  be  "just  na- 
turally skinny"  and  so  cannot  be 
fattened  up. 

However,  there  are  some  thin  or 
underweight  individuals  whose  dally 
habits  of  life  are  such  that  their 
digestion  Is        continuously  upset 


that  all  the  great  pessimistic  phil- 
osophers have  been  dyspeptics." 

Dr.  Jean  Bogert,  in  her  book  "Nu- 
trition and  Physical  Fitness,"  re- 
minds us  that  there  are  four  dif- 
ferent factcrs  which  affect  diges- 
tion, (a)  nervous,  (b)  nutrition,  (o 
structure  or  shape,  (d)  food. 

Nervous  factors:  Fear,  worry, 
anger  or  Irritation,  nervous  fatigue 
or  strain,  emotion  or  excitement,  all 
exert  a  strongly  unfavorable  In- 
fluence on  digestion  (especially  In 
the  stomach)  by  suppressing  cr  less- 
ening the  flow  of  digestive  fluids, 
and  lessening  the  power  of  the 
muscles  of  the  stomach  and  Intes- 
tine. The  reverse  condition— peace, 
quiet,  cheerful  companionship,  ap- 
petizing food,  with  attractive  sur- 
roundings and  table  service— are  all

Others  that  are  thin  are  very 
"fussy '  about  their  food— Just  what 
to  eat,  how  to  cat,  when  to  eat, 
what  foods  are  easy  or  hard  to  di- 
gest, what  foods  will  prevent  constl- 
pation-and  are  always  looking  in- 
ward upon  themselves  and  their  dl- 
fee  tlon. 

Others  work  under  employers  or 
supervisors  In  an  office,  workshop, 
or  school,  where  there  is  so  mucn 
nerve  strain  that  their  body  andl 
brain  is  tensed  aU  the  time.  Now 
tenseness  tires  and  when  these  in- 
dividuals sit  down  to  eat  lunch,  din- 
ner or  supper,  they  are  really  so 
tired  that  the  digestive  Juices  do  not 
llow  freely  and  movements  of  stom- 
ach and  intestine  are  stopped  or  de- 
layed for  minutes  at  a  time. 

A  week-end  rest  will  often  help 
these  individuals,  but  If  in  tnelr 
home  their  is  sickness  or  unrest  of 
<*ny  kind  so  that  they  are  tensed 
even  when  at  home,  you  can  see  how 
the  digestion  will  be  hampered  and 
there  is  little  or  no  chance  for  any 
gain  In  weight.

Nutrition  or  nutritive  factors:  The 
nervous  individual  who  has  devel- 
oped fixed  ideas  that  a  number  of 
foods  are  sure  to  disagree  with  him 
is  almost  sure  to  use  a  one-sided 
diet— usually  lacking  in  fruits  and 
vegetables. 

Factors  due  to  poor  position  of 
the  body:  A  stooped  or  slouchy  at- 
titude, standing,  sitting  or  walking 
interferes  with  both  the  nerve  and 
the  blood  supply  to  the  part  so  that 
the  digestive  organs  cannot  do  their 
work  properly. 

Food  factors:  The  healthy  stomach 
and  intestines  will  digest  almost  any 
ordinary  food  or  combination  of 
foods  without  trouble.  This  doesn't 
mean,  however,  that  they  will  handle 
any  quantity  of  food  or  any  com- 
bination difficult  to  digest  without 
rebelling,  and  if  the  individual  per- 
sists in  eating  too  much  or  eating 
combinations  that  usually  disagree 
with  him  then  he  is  likely  to  develop 
digestive  disorders. 

8ome  foods  are  blamed  for  the 
distress  simply  because  the  stomach 
Is  slow  In  emptying.  There  are,  of 
course,  certain  foods  to  which  cer- 
tain Individuals  are  "sensitive** 

However,  In  most  cases  the  dis- 
tress Is  due  to  fatigue  or  some  men- 
tal or  emotional  state  or  to  eat- 
ing at  one  time  too  many  foods 
which  are  "hard"  to  digest.

A  factor  in  aerving  that  is  often 
neglected  by  the  awrape  tennis 
Ptojf  is"  PsX>per  footwork.  Since  this 
has  to  be  co-ordinated  with  the 
toss-up  of  the  ball  and  the  action 
of  the  racquet,  it  becomes  a  com- 
plex pattern  of  movement,  and  is 
perhaps  the  most  difficult  of  all 
tennis  fundamentals. 

It  is  no  wonder  that  so  many 
tennis  players  possess  only  half- 
baked  services.  Their  toss-up  and 
racquet  work  may  be  good,  but  the 
shift  of  body  weight  and  follow- 
through  the  rear  leg  Into  the  court 
after  the  Impact  Is  wanting— or 
their  toss-up  and  footwork  is  satis- 
factory, but  they  cannot  time  the 
loop  of  the  racquet  ao  that  they  can 
get  power  into  the  atroke. 

The  best  stance  for  serving  Is  with 
one  foot  in  back  of  the  other  (not 
necessarily  directly  In  back  on  a 
line,  but  preferably  on  a  diagonal) 
I  with  the  forward  foot  (the  left  foot 
for  right-handed  servers)  olose  but 
not  touching  the  baseline,  and 
fairly  close  to  the  service  division 
line,  which  bisects  the  baseline,  but 
which  you  rarely  see  marked  on 
tennis  court*.  (It  Is  always  marked 
on  courts  for  important  national 
and  International  tournaments.)

LONDON  (CP).— Major 
Hore-Bellsha,  MP.  for  Devonport 
and  Minister  of  Transport  In  His' 
Majesty's  Government,  had  a  shock 
or  two  and  a  good  many  thrills. 
This  was  when,  as  a  pedestrian,  he 
tried  out  for  himself  the  traffic  regu- 
lations and  new  "sanctuary  lanes- 
established  at  thirty-one 
street  crossings  in  London.

IMM  BLING  FOR  A  LEAD 

We  all  know  of  the  inferences 
which  may  be  derived  from  the 
double  of  a  small  or  grand  slam 
contract  under  the  lead-directing 
slam  double  convention.  However, 
the  lead-directing  double  does  not 
apply  on  slam  contracts  only.  If 
your  partner,  out  of  a  clear  sky, 
without  ever  having  entered  the  bid 
ding,  suddenly  doubles  an  opposing 
game  contract,  he  is  doing  it  for  one 
or  two  reasons.    He  may  have  been 
lying  back  with  a  tremendous  hand 
throughout  the  early  rounds  of  the 
bidding  and  be  doubling  on  an  al- 
most sure  thing,  in  which  case  he 
will  probably  defeat  the  contract,  no 
matter  what  the  opening  lead.  At 
other  times,  however,  the  opening 
leader  can  tell  by  a  careful  review 
of  the  opponents'  bidding  and  a 
careful  survey  of  his  own  hand  that 
his  partner  may  be  doubling  for  a 
specific  lead— usually  the  lead  of  a 
suit  which  has  been  bid  by  the 
dummy,  and  which  naturally  will 
go  through  the  dummy  and  up  to 
the  partner  s  hand. 

On  the  hand  below,  the  double  of 
the  final  contract  by  East  enabled 
West  to  make  the  only  lead  which 
would  not  give  declarer  his  contract 
South,  dealer.

The  answer  was  obviously  that  East 
must  be  doubling  to  command  a 
lead  of  a  particular  suit  and  at  the 
same  time  to  prevent  any  other  lead 
Of  course,  if  fthe  West  player  had 
held  four  or  five  cards  headed  by 
something  like  the  K-Q-J  in  some 
other  suit,  he  should  have  definitely 
led  that  suit.

SOME   statements   are    very   difficult  to 
believe,  because  they  seem  to  be  so  far- 
fetched; yet  it  la  a  fact  that  within  the 
i-onflnes  of  our  Empire,  even  in  these  enlight- 
ened days,  there  are  many  adults  and  children 
who  have  never  seen  a  motion  picture. 

The  truth  was  brought  home  to  me  very 
forcibly  when  commissioned  by  the  B.C.  De- 
partment of  Education  to  proceed  to  the  Cari- 
boo district  of  British  Columbia  for  the  pur- 
pose of  exhibiting  a  specially  selected  series 
of  films  to  the  school  children. 

»ere  to  be  in  the  nature 
of  an  experiment  to  ascertain  the  effect  of 
"Educational  Movies"  on  the  minds  of  pupils 
living  In  the  hinterland  of  the  Province, 
was  known  in  advance  by  the  authorities  that 
many  of  these  children  had  never  seen  a 
motion  picture  of  any  description,  so  that  the 
reaction  of  virginal  minds  to  the  demonstra- 
tion would  prove  of  additional  value  in  ap- 
praising the  Department  s  experiment  Schol- 
ars in  the  vicinity  of  the  Interior  cities  had 
hitherto  only  seen  the  product  of  the  com- 
mercial theatrical  enterprises  of  another 
country.  Hence  the  results  accruing  from  a 
Canadian  venture  into  the  field  of  educational 
pictures  must  be  of  Intense  interest  to  those 
responsible  for  the  mental  welfare  of  the 
youth  of  British  Columbia. 

It  was  arranged  that  one  of  the  school  In- 
spectors should  accompany  me  to  effect  neces- 
sary introductions  and  also  to  watch  the 
reaction  of  the  children  to  the  unique  test  that

Start  Long  Journey 

»  typical  May  morning  we  left  the  busy 
V>J  port  of  Vancouver  and  started  on  our 
long  trip  through  the  old  "stamping  ground" 
of  the  pioneers  of  the  West.  "Maggie."  our 
faithful  Iron  steed,  was  loaded  with  all  kinds 
of  Impedimenta.  Including  projectors,  films, 
screens,  cameras,  gramophone,  records,  tool*, 
etc  She  was  also  equipped  with  a  special 
110-volt  generator  under  her  bonnet,  to  pro- 
duce the  necessary  illumlnant  for  projection. 

Leaving  Canada's  Pacific  Gateway,  with  Its 
skyscrapers  and  docks,  we  set  forth  on  our 
adventure  along  a  splendid  highway,  through 
many  villagrs.  across  the  fertile  meadows  of 
8umas.  to  Chllliwack.  seventy  miles  from  Van- 
couver. We  noticed.  In  transit  through  this 
beautiful  valley,  with  its  many  fine  dairy  and 
other  farms,  tobacco  fields  and  drying  sheds 
belonging  to  the  small  but  thriving  Industry 
recently  started  In  this  district. 

A  short  drive  of  thirty-four  miles  brought 
us  to  Hope,  with  Its  old-world  charm  and  de- 
lightful setting.  This  old  town  was  founded 
In  18*8  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  as  a 
trading  post  and  a  resting-place  for  the  traders 
or  "brigade*"  who  brought  furs  over  the  moun- 
tain trails  of  the  Interior.

Yale  was  once  an  Important  post, 
with  its  roaring  mining  camp  in  58.  when  the 
stampede  from  California  came  in  search  of 
the  golden  flakes  and  dust  deposited  on  the 
sand  and  gravel  bars  of  the  rushing  Eraser. 

On  the  Cariboo  Trail 

FROM  here  we  started  cn  the  real  Cariboo 
TraU.  through  the  picturesque  Eraser

Here 
is  a  strange  phenomenon:    one  can  see  for 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  mile  past  the  Junction 
these  two  streams  flowing  alongside  In  the 
same  bed.  each    having    its   own  particular 
coloring.   We  now  left  the  Eraser  and.  follow- 
ing the  Thompson,  we  realized  by  the  gradual 
thinning  of  the  trees  that  we  were  entering 
another  region    The  cliffs  bordering  the  river 
now  had  a  totally  different  aspect:  where  they 
had  hitherto  been  dull  and  drab  In  color,  they 
now  assumed  gorgeous  hues  of  carmine,  orange 
and   yellow,   as   If   some   mighty  Titan  had 
welded  them  together  In  his  vast  furnace  Soon 
we  reached  Spences  Bridge,  and.  after  cross- 
ing the  river,  found  the  demarcation  of 
was  very  noticeable.

At  Historic  Clinton 

WHILST  crossing  this  Dry  Belt,  as  It  Is 
called,  we  could  not  help  visualizing  the 
hardy  old  pioneers,  with  their  covered  wagons 
and  ox  teams  ploughing  their  tardy  way  over 
this  arduous  trail.  What  relief  they  must  have 
experienced  when  they  arrived  at  what  is  now 
called  Cache  Creek,  a  wlllow-llned  oasis  on 
the  banks  of  the  Bonaparte  River  Approach- 
ing historic  Clinton,  past  wild  and  brightly 
colored  cliffs  and  small  alkali  lakes.  Maggie" 
ambled  down  the  gentle  slope  over  the  bridge 
Into  the  old  rambling  town,  reminiscent  of  the 
early  settlers.   Continuing  along  the  highway, 
now  fringed  with  Jack  pines,  gradually  rising 
al!  the  time,  we  came  suddenly   to  one  of 
Dame  Nature  s  amazing  achievements.   A  huge 
gorge,  700  feet  deep,  torn  out  of  the  solid  rock 
nearly  a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide,  extending  for 
four  and  a  half  miles.   It  is  called  the  Chasm, 
and  the  colorful  strata  of  its  cliffs  reminds 
one  of  the  famous  Grand  Canyon  of  Colorado 
An  old  Indian  legend  tells  a  wonderful  story 
of  Its  origin  in  the  dim  and  distant  past,  In 
which  a  beautiful  princess,  through  the  efforts 
of  her  guardian  spirit.  Is  saved  from  a  wicked 
chief  who  is  pursuing  her.

THE  trail  winds  on  through  Jack  pines  and 
eoUonwood*.  past  quaint  old  log-built 
».  which,  apart  from  their  original 
of  supplying  refreshment  to  man  and 
became  mtleposU  to  the  weary  traveler 
old  hosteliies  were  named  according  to 
their  distance  from  Ullooet.  at  one  time  the 
principal  town  In  British  Columbia,  so  that 
w»  get  names  such  a*  "100-Mlle  House"  and 
"150-Mile  House  "  instead  of  "The 
The  Red  Lioa," 


Up  to  Clinton  there  was  little  or  no  sign  of 
wild  life,  except  a  few  ground  hogs  ,hcre  and 
there,  but  now  rabbits,  bluebirds,  quail,  grouse 
and  other  denizens  of  the  woods  are  to  be  seen 
at  every  bend.  One  fine  old  porcupine,  about 
thirty  'inches  long,  ambled  slowly  across  the 
road,  with  an  entire  disregard  to  Maggie." 
and  only  after  being  chased  Into  the  bush  with 
a  camera  did  he  consider  it  safer  and  wiser 
to  climb  a  neighboring  tree. 

Open  park  lands  dotted  with  clumps  of  trees 
pioclalm  the  cattle  country,  and  many  impor- 
tant ranches  are  to  be  found  at  the  roadsld^ 
where  travelers  may  find  accommodation  for 
the  night.  Outstanding  among  these  i*  "100- 
Mile  House."  360  miles  from  Vancouver,  and 
owned  by  Lord  Exeter.  The  old  historic  ranch 
house,  so  popular  In  days  gone  by.  has  fallen 
Into  disuse,  and  a  new  one  of  logs  has  been 
r-rected  close  at  hand.

Seeing  First  Picture 

A PEW  miles  further  north,  on  the  shores 
of  Lac  la  Hache.  we  made  our  first  experi- 
ment In  a  small,  one-room  school,  with  only 
seven  little  pupils.  We  discovered  that  onl- 
one  of  these  had  ever  seen  a  motion  picture 
before,  and  the  tense  interest  shown  In  "A 
Trip  Round  the  World"  was  sustained  in  per- 
fect silence  to  the  end  The  explanatory  lec- 
ture was  the  only  sound  heard,  except  for  the 
patient  chugging  of  Maggie"  outside,  supplj- 
ing  the  necessary  "Juice  "  Our  next  port  of 
call  was  a  low.  log-cabined  school,  with  eight 
pupils  of  various  ages,  called  Enterprise  Here 
our  second  and  equally  successful  showing  was 
msde,  and  it  was  most  amu;ing  as  well  as  in- 
teresting to  hear  the  excited  discussion  that 
about  the  film 
■  let  out." 


Proceeding  on  our  way  past  "150-Mlle 
House,"  we  camo  to  beautiful  Williams 
shimmering  in  the  evening  light,  the 
home  of  the  fabled  "Ogopogo."  The  munici- 
pality of  Williams  Lake,  the  centre  of  a  cattle- 
rearing  district,  is  famous  for  Its  annual 
"Round-Up  and  Stampede,"  and  It  was  here 
that  we  made  our  headquarters  for  a  while. 

Many  successful  trips  were  made  from  this 
centre  to  small  outlying  schools,  nearly  all  of 
them  being  of  the  log  cabin  variety,  with  no 
electrical  facilities  other  than  those  supplied 
by  "Maggie."  The  most  outstanding  of  these 
excursions  was  the  one  to  Dog  Creek.  In  a 
little-habited  region,  situated  on  a  tiny  tribu- 
tary of  the  mighty  Eraser.  This  little  settle- 
ment is  forty-five  miles  southwest  of  Williams 
I-ake.  and  Is  reached  by  a  road  passing 
through  a  diversity  of  marvelous  scenery  Our 
trail  led  us  for  some  distance  through  Jack 
Pines  and  silver  maples,  but  these  grew  thinner 
a*  we  approached  Alkali  Lake. 

Chilcotin  Indians 

.N  the  southern  shore  wc  found  a  cam- 
"paratlvely  large  settlement  of  Chilcotin 
Indlsns.  called  a  rancherle.  With  IU  clean,  pic- 
turesque church  In  the  midst  of  squalid  houses 
and  shack*  Here  we  saw  one  or  two  old 
Indian  "awr  -  .houses. -  These  structures  are 
dome-shaped,  made  of  willow  branches  and 
covered  with  rugs  or  skins,  and  are  used  for 
Turkish  bath  purposes  by  pouring  water  on 
heated  stones,  the  rug  covering  thus  retaining 
the  steam  and  heat  Inside  this  tent  where  the 
stones  are  placed.  Close  at  hand  Is  a  large 
cattle  ranch,  with  Its  corrals,  bunkhouses.  etc.. 
whilst  on  the  open  range,  which  stretches 
away  for  miles,  small  bunches  of  stork  ran  be 
I  on  the  roarse  grass**  whlrh  cover 
of  the 


O! 


western  end  of  the  lake  a  small  flock  of  large 
white  birds  about  the  size  of  swans  was  seen. 
On  closer  view,  these  turned  out  to  be  pelicans 
with  bright  orange  bills,  and  we  were  told  that 
they  returned  every  year  after  migration  to* 
this  particular  haunt. 

The  road  now  gradually  started  to  rise,  still 
through  open  range,  to  a  small  pass  In  tha 
hills.  Emerging  through  this  defile  a  wild  and 
vast  panorama  lay  before  us.  Directly  below, 
the  turbulent  Eraser  dashed  madly  to  the  sea, 
through  a  deep  trough  in  the  volcanic  rocks, 
whilst  beyond  the  ground  rose  rapidly  to  bar- 
ren benches  and  plateaus  with  white-capped 
mountains  of  the  Cascades  as  a  background. 
The  trail  became  more  difficult,  and  continued 
along  the  cliff  edge  of  the  canyon  for  eight  or 
nine  miles,  in  many  places  quite  dangerous 
for  a  careless  driver.  Dropping  down  Into 
Lesser  Dog  Creek,  we  passed  a  group  of  Chil- 
cotin Indians,  resplendent  in  chapps.  som- 
breros, gaudy  neckerchiefs,  etc..  nooning  on 
the  banks  of  the  stream.  Eurther  on.  a  dead 
steer  by  the  roadside  made  us  urge  "Maggie" 
to  the  limit  until  we  were  out  of  range  of 
stench  and  files. 

Edge  of  the  Canyon 

Hy  degrees  we  left  the  river  and.  climbing 
all  the  time  to  an  altitude  of  nearly  3.000 
feet,  we  eventually  reached  a  fine  grass-cov- 
ered plateau,  about  five  miles  In  e*tent.  on 
which  large  herds  of  sturdy  Hereford  cattle 
were  grazing.    We  started  then  to  gradually 
descend  through  tree-clad  slopes  out  on  to  the 
edge  of  the  canyon  once  more.    Rounding*  a 
bend  of  the  great  wall  beside  us.  we  suddenly 
came  Into  the  beautful  and  fertile  valley  of 
Dog  Creek,  a  veritable  oasis,  with  Its  rushing 
stresm  dashing  to  meet  the  Eraser.  This 
valley  is  peopled  by  the  descendants  of  the  old 
Place  family,  famed  for  their  abundant  hos- 
pitality to  all  and  sundry.    After  a  typical 
Western  supper,  we  adjourned  to  the  school- 
house  to  prepare  for  the  evening  show  Hither- 
to most  of  the  schools  In  our  travels,  sway 
from  the  towns,  were  made  of  logs  and  cedar 
"■hakes"  for  shingles,  but  here  was  a  modernly 
constructed  house,  built  and  finished  entirely 
by  members  of  the  Plsce  family,  a  credit  to 
any  community    The  children  were  simmer- 
ing with  excitement  as  the  "Trip  Round  the 
World"  was  projected,  but  the  acme  of  thrill 
was  attained  when  Laurel  and  Hardy  appeared 
on  the  screen.   As  well  as  the  regular  pupils, 
the  audience  consisted  of  parent*  and  a  num- 
ber of  Indians,  who  had  ridd?n  In  from  quite 
a  distance  to  see  the  wonderful  pictures  that 
moved    The  school  teacher  was  most  enthu- 
siastic, and  the  remarks  in  hi*  report  may  be 
quoted  as  Interesting    "As  many  of  my  pupils 
hsd  never  seen  'motto.'  the  pictures  were  a 
revelsUon  to  them.    Since  many  of  the  films 
bore  directly  upon  work  I  have  taken  up  In 
school.  I  shall  had  them  an  Invaluable  help 
a*  a  background  for  further  Irsaona     I  sin- 
cerely hope  thst  we  msy  have  more  of  them."

WHO  are   the   greatest  gosslpers  and 
scandalmongers    In   all    the  world? 
West  Africans;  Jungle  Inhabitant*  of 
"the  white  man's  grave." 


Because  their  small  talk  and  bedtime  chatter 
can  be  heard  by  fifty  million  people  spread 
through  a  million  square  miles. 

It  is  evening  now  in  the  valley  of  the  Niger. 
The  twilight  is  yellowish,  almost  ghostly.  8oon 
it  will  turn  to  ebony  blackness  and  the  talking 
drums  will  roll  their  chitter  chatter  across  the 
veldt  and  down  the  Jungle. 

Deaths  will  be  recorded,  and  the  birth  of 
twins,  which  is  considered  a  hideous  disgrace. 
The  coming  of  strangers  through  the  fetish 
paths  will  be  reported  hours  before  they  are 
sighted.  You'll  hear  where  the  locusts  have 
fed  that  day  and  where  they  are  heading  for. 
Some  of  the  drums  will  chronicle  the  day's 
of  Jungle  royalty;  others  will  Up  out 
or  oil  prices  on  the  coast, 
drum  language  is  the  universal  tongue 
of  blackest  Africa.  The  Congo  pygmy  or  the 
reedle-toothed  Dahomlan  amazon  can  read 
'ts  meaning  where  words  fail,  and  often  when 
stranger  meets  stranger  they  "talk  drum." 
They  say  ttiat  if  you  listen  carefully  enough 
you  will  soon  learn  to  pick  out  your  own 
by  the  midnight  tom-toms. 

For  a  while  now  I'm  going  to 
into  a  talking  drum  and  dish  out 
African  small  talk. 

Remember  a  couple  of  years  ago  when  the 
Empress  Eugenie  hat  swept  the  country?  *le- 
member  how  it  died  off  like  runt  golf?  Well, 
dealers  In  millinery  here,  there  and  somewhere 
else  got  stuck  with  about  throe  million  Eugenie 
hats,  and  they're  all  out  here  right  now.  I'm 
fitting  among  my  carriers  on  a  hill  over  the 
Niger  tonight.  Up  the  valley  we  see  the  rosy 
glow  of  beacon  Ares.  A  string  of  black  apes 
have  Just  swung  down  from  the  mahogany 
trees  behind  us  and  are  peeping  at  us  in  a 
distrustful  arrogance. 

What  upset  both  the  apes  and  me— or  should 
I  say  the  other  apes  and  me — are  the  hats. 
Our  carriers  for  today's  hop  have  all  been 
women.  That's  nothing  unusual:  we  often 
employ  women,  at  fourteen  cents  a  day.  But 
the  ones  I've  hired  today  are  a  bit  different. 
They  wear  tricky  Eugenie  hats  with  long, 
sweeping  feathers,  wooden  plugs  In  their  ears 
and  ankle  bangles  of  copper  wire,  made  by 
the  simple  process  of  pulling  down  telegraph 
lines  where  they  find  them. 

One  of  the  women  wears  i  loin  cloth,  one 
sports  a  crimson  evening  gown  beaded  at  the 
back;  the  other  four  wear  nothing  beyond 
their  plumed  hats  and  a  hungry  look. 

They  really  shouldn't  be  hungry,  because 
we  had  elephant  for  lunch,  and  so  far  as  I'm 
concerned  we'll  never  have  elephant  again 
That's  because  elephant  meat,  no  matter  how 
well  cooked,  is  gluey  and  clings  to  your  teeth 
like  rubber  cement. 

A  Dutch  rancher  gave  us  the  elephant  meat 
as  we  passed  through  his  herds  about  dawn. 
It  smelted  pretty  high  to  me,  and  good  Judg- 
ment said  don't  take  the  stuff,  but  the  carrier 
girls  pounced  a  no  clawed  like  starving  vul- 
ture*. After  one  taste  of  that  clingy,  sticky 
mess.  1  knew  that  elephant  meat  was  going 
to  be  as  popular  with  the  Sinclair  sea-going 
as  a  plate  of

That  ghostly 
daub  was  their  passport  through  unsafe  voo- 
doo lands.  Tomorrow  when  this  batch  of  car- 
riers hand  over  to  others,  they'll  have  to  pay 
more  toll  to  get  back  to  their  own 
In  this  march  I  also  picked  up  a  pr< 
but  I'm  not  quite  sure  why.  Ever; 
Jungle  warrior  in  these  magic  hills  has  a  per- 
sonal howler  who  bellows  to  all  and  sundry 
what  a  smart  guy  his  boss  Is.  About  half  his 
remarks  would  get  by  the  censor  If  there  was 
a  censor,  and  if  the  censor  were  broad-minded. 
Very  broad-minded. 

My  master  of  ballyhoo  has  a  battered 
trumpet  and  a  yachting  cap.  At  opportune 
Intervals  during  the  day  he  blew  his  trumpet 
until  I  expected  him  to  collapse  with  exhaus- 
tion and  then  sang  out  the  alleged  charms 
of  myself  who,  it  seems,  is  "The  big  bull  beef 
what  comes  from  sea."  ' 

Several  times,  however,  the  lad's  tongue 
slipped,  and  instead  of  being  a  big  bull  I  be- 
came a  big  bully. 

Perhaps  It  was  because  of  the  trumpeter 
and  perhaps  It  was  because  my  carrier  women 
never  once  stopped  chattering  about  babies, 
husbands  or  food,  that  on  a  nine-hour  trek 
we  never  stirred  up  a  single  living  beast.  This 
knocks  all  preconceived  Ideas  of  African 
jungles  into  a  tailspln.  We  should  have  been 
pttacked  by  three  or  four  carnivorous  pythons 
and  a  man-eating  lion. 

Mystic  Story  Tellers 

A 8  we  made  camp  tonight  and  heard  the 
talking  drums  record  the  day's  doings, 
the  apes  swung  down  behind  us  and  an  ap- 
prentice girl  from  a  nearby  harem  came  to 
offer  me  a  baby  leopard  for  four  dollars.  Prac- 
tically all  buying  and  selling  in  Southern  Ni- 
geria is  done  by  women,  but  back  of  the  Jungle 
belt,  on  the  fringe  of  Sahara,  this  is  taken 
over  by  men  and  the  women  hide  themselves 
in  harem  cloisters  or  take  up  the  mystic  busi- 
of  telling  stories. 

tellers,  dream  readers  and  other  sooth- 
sayers have  always  been  a  source  of  gay  in- 
terest to  me  In  any  land,  and  you  can  often 
tell  the  type  of  country  you're  In  by  listening 
to  the  spellbinders. 

Up  In  the  Khyber  Pass,  for  instance,  they 
talk  of  blood  and  warfare  and  mountain  top 
triumph;  In  Mandalay  they  chant  of  love  and 
romance;  along  the  banks  of  China's  mighty 
Yangtze,  they  weave  fantastic  tales  of  mighty 
winnings  at  dice  games  or  the  race 
Here  In  Central  Africa,  they  wonder 
life  and  death. 

How  did  we  get  here  and  where  do  we  go? 

At  Ibadan.  beside  the  well  of  the  sacred 
crocodile.  I  heard  a  roly-poly  black  mammy 
explain  the  Importance  of  man  in  this  pic- 
turesque way: 

"Long,  long  years  ago.  all  animals  and  all 
peoples  lived  on  the  moon.  They  used  to  look 
down  from  the  moon  and  see  the  earth  and 
wish  they  were  on  the  earth.  So  they  got  all 
the  spiders  and  had  them  weave  a  great  web 
from  the  moon  to  the  earth.  andsthey  all  came 
down  on  the  web. 

"But  all  were  equal,  all  were  beef.  Man  and 
the  elephant  and  the  mouse  were  all  as  good 
as  the  other.  But  they  wanted  one  master; 
one  to  rule  the  others.  So  they  hit  on  a  plan 
Each  built  a  fire  and  said,  The  spirits  shall 
decide  which  fire  shall  live  *  When  the.  fires

member  once  waiting  between  trains  at  Alla- 
habad. Mahatma  Gandhi's  home  town.  On 
the  platform  I  bought  a  morning  paper,  and 
having  little  else  to  do.  started  counting  up 
the  advertising  space.    More  than  half  of  all

I  counted  today's  display  advertising  In 
The  Nigerian  TelegTaph.  Here's  the  result: 
Coffins,  53  per  cent;  whisky,  27  per  cent;  gin, 
12  per  cent;  cigarettes.  6  per  cent;  beer,  2  per 
cent;  merchandise.  1  per  cent. 

Any  time  the  papers  get  a  chance  to  print 
the  picture  of  a  dead  man  lying  In  a  coffin 
they  pounce  for  It  and  funerals  are  always 
front  page  whoo  de  doop  with  elaborate  de- 
scriptions of  how  the  corpse  looked  and  what 
was  It  s  last  meal,  no  less. 

Perhaps  this  Is  because  funerals  cost  like 
fury  and  a  man  is  frequently  in  debt  for  the 
ipst  of  his  life  trying  to  pay.  back  money  bor- 
rowed to  bury  his  father.  To  keep  up  inter- 
ests payments  on  this  sum  he  often  pawns 
his  own  mother  to  the  money  lender.  Some- 
times, if  mother  gets  old  and  can't  work,  he 
also  pawns  a  daughter.  Of  course,  he  doesn't 
do  anything  about  repaying  the  burial  money 
In  a  personal  way. 

Undertakers  In  West  Africa  are  important 
gentlemen  who  go  In  for  catch  slogans.  Very 
often  a  man  will  combine  the  Job  of  doctor 
and  undertaker  and  plaster  his  walls  with  im- 
pressive looking  documents  testifying  to  his 
ability  In  both  fields.  I  remember  popping  in 
on  one  In  Abeokuta.  He  had  his  certificate 
of  graduation  in  medicine  hedged  in  by  a 
small  fence  of  human  finger  bones  while  most 
of  his  furniture  was  made  up  of  leg  and  arm 
bones.  Half  skulls  used  as  ash  trays  set  around 
the  place,  he  had  several  cushions  made  of 
tanned  human  skin  and  used  complete  skulls 

For  demonstration  he  had  leather  dummies 
made  up  complete  as  to  size  and  sex.  The 
leather  in  these  was  also  tanned  human  skin. 
Around  the  walls  were  slogans  such  as  "We 
bury  the  dead  and  repair  the  living."  "Why 
worry;  death  comes  to  all.  Only  fools  worry 
about  it."  "Join  our  burial  club;  attend  all 
funerals,  three  shillings  a  week  Insures  a  place 
at  the  graveside  and  a  grave  for  yourself  when 
the  time  comes.   Reduced  prices  for  families.'' 

I've  always  figured  that  the  Hindoo  son  who 
cracks  his  father's  skull  on  the  funeral  pyre 
and  then  sets  him  ablaze  comes  nearest  of 
all  humans  to  a  full  realization  of  death.  Cer- 
tainly we.  with  the  polite  mummery  of  Cana- 
dian funerals,  get  no  such  realization.  Per- 
haps  we  feel  death  before  it  arrives  as  a  loved 
one  is  robbed  of  vitality;  perhaps  afterwards 
when  the  absent  one  Is  missed  more  and  more 
We  are  never  alone  with  our  dead  to  mourn 
them. 

In  Africa  It  Is  creeplly  different.  The  two 
sounds  I  will  always  remember  of  this  mystic 
continent  are  the  evening  crescendo  of  the 
talking  drums  and  the  midnight  wall  of  a 
village  mourning  Its  dead.  The  moaning 
chorus,  Inhuman  In  its  desolation,  drowns  out 
all  other  sounds.  It  Is  as  though  a  voice  from 
the  depth  of  the  earth  were  bemoaning  the 
brevity  of  all  human  existence.  It  I*  a  piper's 
lament  keyed  to  human  vocal  cords. 

After  casual  visits  with  the  Harlem  black 
and  tans  Id  always  felt  that  African  dancers 
were  savage  masters  of  fiendish  rhythm  and 
most  of  them  are.  but  some  of  the  dances, 
of  the 


lullabies  in  chocolate  brown  movement.  Cer- 
tain types  of  music  always  make  me  drowsy 
and  relaxed.  Other  types  make  me  want  to 
go  out  and  quarrel  with  a  lion.  African  dances 
have  the  same  effect.  One  day  we  happened 
across  a  funeral  dance  where  all  the  mourn- 
ers were  girls.  When  we  got  there  they  had 
already  been  dancing  four  hours  and  were 
glassy  eyed,  half  crazed  and  frothing  at  the 
mouth.  I  thought  at  first  the  cheap  gin  they 
were  guzzling  had  inflamed  their  brains,  but 
soon  the  music  got  me.  I  didn't  touch  the 
gin.  but  soon  felt  a  sweeping  urge  to  get  up 
and  dance.  The  music  was  quite  beyond  hu- 
man resistance.  I  did  get  up  and  Join  this 
mad  maelstrom  of  movement,  whereupon  the 
drums  abruptly  ceased  and  the  black  brother- 
society— glared  at  me  with  bloodshot  eyes  and 
told  me  to  get  going  and  not  come  back. 

That  same  day  I  had  the  spooky  sensation 
of  attending  a  council  meeting  at  which  most 
of  the  elders  were  dead.  The  belief  in  that 
particular  section  was  that  man,  after  death, 
can  come  and  go  between  the  earth  and  the 
spirit  world  as  he  sees  fit.  He  also  can  read 
thoughts  and  see  everything  everywhere.  Ac- 
cordingly, his  advice  Is  of  great  value  at  the 
council  palavers.  He  Is  c^isultcd  on  all  prob- 
lems ranging  from  the  trade-in  value  of  a 
used  wife  to  the  tribe's  policy  In  respect  to 
oil  harvests. 

Of  course  the  all-powerful,  all-seeing  human 
behind  these  tribal  ghosts  is  the  Ju  Ju  priest 
or  master  of  voodoo.  He,  individually  and  in 
groups,  Is  the  true  ruler  of  the  black  conti- 
nent; his  friends  become  monarchs;  his  ene- 
mies die  in  quiet  but  ghastly  certainty.  In  a 
later  article  111  tell  you  of  encounters  with 
these  voodoo  sultans;  for  the  moment  I  record 
that  they  are  neither  fakes  nor  frauds.  They 
are  probably  the  most  accurate  doctors  living 
or  dead,  because  if  they  tell  you  you  are  to 
die,  you  die;  if  they  tell  you  you'll 
your  chances  are  99  9  per  cent. 


lng.  I  kept  thinking  of  Mickey  Mouse  hippos; 
the  ones  who  run  around  with 
big  grins. 

On  the  other  hand,  monkey  never  struck 
me  as  particularly  dangerous,  but  on  one  occa- 
sion, near  Zarla,  I  came  upon  an  outraged 
community  where  a  pack  of  thirty  barking 
baboons  had  leaped  on  a  white  woman,  torn 
her  throat  badly  and  ripped  most  of  her 
clothes  from  her  body.  Two  native  women 
rushed  in  to  protect  their  mistress  and  one 
of  these  was  deeply  gashed  by  the  yellow  fangs 
of  a  barking  baboon— a  big  golden  brute— 
which  had  leaped  to  her  back  and  clung  there 
by  his  teeth. 

Three  natives  with  knives  and  two  white 
men  with  clubs  rushed  into  the  battle,  still  the 
baboons  didn't  back  up.  One  of  the  Hansa 
warriors  had  his  cheek  torn  loose;  another 
had  an  ear  ripped  off.  In  all  cases  the  big 
stiff-armed  baboons  Jumped  to  their  victims- 
backs  and  clung  there  biting  savagely  and 
clawing  deeply.  The  struggle  lasted  twenty 
minutes,  during  which  fourteen  baboons  were 
dropped  with  crushed  skulls  or  slit  throats. 
The  other  sixteen  eventually  howled  off  Into 
the  Jungle  and  sat  on  the  rocks  braying  de- 
fiance. 

Experts  told  me  that,  baboons  would  never 


had  no  rifle.  Soon  afterward  I  got 
lost  at  the  base  of  a  Jungle  hilL  The  Boy  Scout 
tradition  said  to  reclimb  that  hill  and  get  back 
where  I  started  from.  This  sounds  very  well 
m  print,  but  didn't  work  out  so  well  In  prac- 
tice. I  got  hopelessly  befuddled.  The  ele- 
phant belt  is  a  bad  place  in  which  to  get  your- 
self befuddled;  a  very  bad  place  when  you 
have  no  rifle. 

I  hurried  my  retreat  and  soon  found  myself 
In  a  round  rocky  amphitheatre  with  about  two 
dozen  silent  baboons.  They  were  grey  fellows 
with  sheep-shaped  black  faces  and  as  terrify- 
ing a  voice  as  I've  ever  heard.  To  say  they 
were  silent  and  then  describe  their  voices  is  a 
bit  fatuous,  but  they  were  silent  after  the 
tlnel  baboon  had  sung  out  that  I  was 
Silent  and  menacing.  Very  menacing. 
Perhaps  the  best  thing  I  could  have  done 
was  be  silent,  too;  anyhow  that's  what  I  did 
and  It  worked  fine.  I  must  have  been  half  a 
mile  back  into  the  elephant  belt  before  those 
bull-throated  simians  let  fly  with  their  steam 
whistle  challenge.    I  can  still  hear  that  howl. 

But  all  this  Is  anecdote  and  reminiscence. 
Just  now  the  tom-toms  throb  in  the  night. 
The  drums  are  talking,  muttering,  coaxbig. 
pleading,  defying  and  challenging  all  in  the 
same  voice.  The  camp  fires  are  inviting  bea- 
cons down  the  twisting  valley  of  the  Niger. 
Soon  the  drums  will  stop,  the  fires  will  die 
out  and  the  birds  will  twitter  a  feeble  serenade 
to  the  dawn. 

But  the  birds  won't  sing  because  ...  "If 
the  birds  have  no  song  and  the  flowers  have 
no  scent;  If  the  men  have  no  honor  and  the 
women  no  virtue,  then,  my  friend,  you're  in 
West  Africa  .  .  ."

-rvARIS— The  Faubourg  Salnt-Honore'  Is  al- 
JL  ways  a  bustling  street  and,  for  the  Sum- 
mer season,  this  ancient  thoroughfare  has 
turned  Into  a  very  entertaining  museum,  while 
retaining  all  its  functions  as  a  famous  shop- 
ping centre. 

Most  of  the  shops  are  exhibiting  objects  of 
great  historical  value,  ranging  from  shoes 
worn  In  the  time  of  Francois  I  to  the  spurs  of 

One  perfumer  shows  some  of  the  accounts 
of  Napoleon  Bonaparte.  Half  a  dosen  pairs  of 
white  starched  gloves  cost  Napoleon  only  four- 
teen francs  forty  centimes  (less  than  a  dollar  at 
the  present  rate  of  exchange*,  and  two  francs 
purchased  him  a  sizable  bottle  of  eau-de- 
Cologne. 

There  is  on  view  in  another  store  a  gold 
toilet  set,  presented  by  Louis  XV  to  one  of  his 
lrtends,  and  a  beautiful  piece  of  furniture 
looking  like  a  lady's  writing  table  and  de- 
scribed as  a  "fiancee's  cabinet."  It  U  a  sort 
of  escritoire  and  dressing  table  combined,  be-

Frankly,  all  the  foregoing  Is  only  an  over- 
ture to  the  real  business  in  hand,  which  is  to 
report  to  you  the  rise  of  the  Fascist  corporate 
state.  The  symbol  of  that  phenomenon  la 
Just  across  the  street  from  my  hotel  window. 
Where  in  other  years  I  looked  out  on  aged 
monks  tottering  about  In  the  sun  of  thelr 
monastery  garden,  a  new  Government  building 
has  been  erected.  It  houses  the  first  institu- 
tion of  its  kind  ever  set  up.  the  Department  of 
Corporations,  from  which  all  the  production, 
labor,  business,  trades  and  professions  of  Italy, 
from  banking  to  baking,  from  lawyers  and 
artists  to  midwtves  and  ditch  diggers,  are  to 
be  guided,  and,  when  need  be.  controlled. 

A  Ruler  With  No  Favorites 

PERHAPS  half  a  mile  away,  In  another 
building,  a  time-tinted  brownstone  castle 
of  the  Middle  Ages,  the  Palazzo  Venezia,  the 
fifty-two-year-old  maker  of  this  amazing  cor- 
porate state  sits  at  a  desk  fifty  feet  from  the 
door  of  an  enormous  almost  bare  room.  Jailed 
eleven  times  for  his  radicalism  before  he  was 
thirty,  he  never  was  more  a  prisoner  than  he 
Is  now  In  this  palace,  the  lonely  master  for 
nearly  twelve  years  of  a  nation  of  42.000.000 
people.  Wife  and  family  were  left  behind 
when  he  led  his  black-shlrted  Fascistl  In  the 
march  on  Rome  in  1922.  and  they  remain  out 
of  the  picture.  He  appears  to  have  no  favor- 
ites or  intimates,  except  hla  saddle  horses,  his 
dogs  and  a  privileged  cat  In  the  Villa  Torlona. 
where  he  rests  from  his  laborious  days. 

"I  cannot  have  any  friends."  he  has  said, 
and  yet  thia  one  time  hod-carrier  is  not 
high-hatting  the  world.  More  likely  he  finds 
himself  exclusively  possessed,  body  and  soul, 
by  the  passion  of  a  creative  artist,  whose 
modeling  clay  Is  human,  which  he  Is  reshap- 
ing to  fit  his  corporate  state.  •'This  Is  the 
great  work  I  shall  leave  behind  me."  he  told 
Emil  Ludwlg.  "the  transformation  of  the 
moral  and  physical  characteristics  of  the 
Italian  people."  Already  he  sees  their  faces, 
under  his  hand  grown  "more  tense  ...  I 
want  every  Italian  to  be  calm  and  disciplined 
...  to  be  brave  without  singing,  with  the 
cold  courage  that  needs  no  excitement  to  spur 
It  on." 

Even  a  wayfaring  man,  with  his  eyes  open, 
can  see  that  here  is  a  people  In  the  process  of 
change.  They  are  less  a  picturesque  spec- 
tacle for  tourists,  and  the  faithful  followers  of 
Mussolini  visibly  wear  the  air  of  being  em- 
barked In  an  enterprise  of  great  pith  and  mo- 
ment. He  has  reawakened  in  them  a  con- 
sciousness of  their  identity  with  the  in- 
destructible race  that  gave  to  our  western 
civilization  birth  In  the  Roman  Empire,  a 
religion  In  the  Papacy,  a  rebirth  In  the 
Renaissance,  and  he  has  infused  them  with 
the  faith  that  now  Rome  Is  about  to  regenerate 
the  modern  world.  But  may  they  not  lose  the 
vital  spark  that  enabled  them  to  give  so  much 
to  mankind  and  to  endure  so  much  adversity 
.  .  .  that  unconquerable  free  spirit  which  kept 
them  singing  In  rags  through  long  centuries 
of  poverty  and  alien  tyranny,  their  heads  un- 
bowed, while  their  trampled  nation  became, 
in  Metternlchs  contemptuous  taunt,  only  a 
geographical  Irrm. 

Returning  tourists  tell  us  with  damnable 
iteration  how  Mussolini  has  cleaned  the  atreets 
of  Italy,  cleared  out  the  beggars  and  runs  the 
trains  on  time.  Some  conservatives  at  home 
still  hail  him  as  the  friend  of  big  business 
Many  liberals  continue  to  see  him  only  as  a 
reactionary  Some  pacifists  have  not  ceased 
to  view  him  with  alarm.

Not  So  Easily  Classified 

T7ASCI8M  passed  long  ago  beyond 
L  early  stages  in  Its  development,  when  It 
could  be  so  easily  classified.  Having  persuaded 
or  intimidated  virtually  the  whole  nation  into 
acceptance  or  acquiescence,  the  Fascistl  are 
swaggering  and  snooping  about  much  less 
than  they  were  in  the  era  of  "cudgels  and 
castor  oil to  use  a  phrase  of  II  Duce,  who  U 
as  smart  a  head -line  writer  as  he  was  in  his 
Journalistic  days.  They  are  quieting  down 
into  a  tort  of  Old  Ouard  or  reserve  of  the 
BftsCk  Shirt  revolution  and  serving  as  the 
scout  leaders  for  Muesolini  In  his  uniforming. 


expand  patriotism  beyond  Its  usual  bounds  of 
hating  foreign  nations  and  to  make  It  a 
dynamic  social  religion  that  shall  harmonize 
the  classes  and  the  masses,  bosses  and 
workers. 

Steeping  himself  in  history,  philosophy  and 
psychology,  the  former    ctonemason  who  Is 
building  this  corporate    state    probably  is 
better  versed  in  the    literature  of  modern 
statecraft   than   any   living   statesman.  An 
exiled  anarchist  and  Socialist,  in  turn,  he  is 
lorrowlng  freely  from  the  tenets  of  his  early 
radicalism  so  freely  that  It  sometimes  almost 
looks  as  If  he  might  be  playing  a  fantastic 
trick  on  the  capitalistic  society  which  made 
him  its  dictator.    Although  he  has  recanted 
his  opposition  to  private  property,  he  would 
have  it  only  a  part  of/ the  national  wealth,  its 
Individual  owners  mere  stewards  of  the  na- 
tion, which  is  to  see  that  profits  are  so  dis- 
tributed that  none  of  the  people  shall  be  very 
rich  or  very    poor.    "We    have    bitted  and 
bridled  capitalism,"  says  this  one-time  "red" 
in  The  Palazzo  Venezia.    "Capitalists  will  go 
on  doing  what  they  are  told,  down  to  the  very 
end." 

"All  within  the  state,  all  for  the  state,  none 
against  the  state,"  is  the  slogan  for  the  cor- 
porate state.  It  alms  to  replace  conflict  of  in- 
terests with  a  patriotic  spirit* of  co-operation 
and  co-ordination  under  the  authority  of  the 
state,  which  does  not  stand  oil  like  an  umpire 
or  act  from  without  like  our  regulatory  com- 
missions. On  the  contrary,  it  is  a  partner  on 
the  inside  of  every  business,  and  the  senior 
partner. 

Mussolini's  New-Style  Map 

INSTEAD  of  the  old  g:3jraphical  divisions, 
the  whole  of  Italy  In  fact  being  organized 
into  seven  occupational  sections,  namely,  in- 
dustry and  crafts,  agriculture,  commerce,  in- 
ternal communications,  sea  and  air  transport, 
banks,  the  Liberal  profession*  and  the  arts.  A 
vast  network  of  organizations,  covering  the 
entire  country,  starts  with  a  local  syndicate 
of  employers  and  a  local  syndicate  of  em- 
ployees for  each  Industry  or  business.  No  one 
is  supposed  to  be  compelled  to  Join  these  or- 
ganizations, but  more  than  three-fourths  of 
the  employera  and  workers  are  said  already 
to  have  gone  into  them.  And  for  a  compelling 
reason  For  Fascist  employers  hiring  only 
ten  per  cent  of  the  labor  in  a  given  trade  In 
any  neighborhood  and  Fasclst<  workers  who 
constitute  only  ten  per  cent  of  the  workers  In 
that  trade  can  form  syndicates,  which  are 
empowered  by  law  to  fix  wages  and  hours, 
regulate  production  and  competition  and  levy 
dues  on  the  ninety  per  cent  who  stay  out— 
In  fine,  to  set  up  a  dictatorship  over  the  ma- 
jority. 

The  local  syndicates  elect  representatives  to 
the  associations,  which  deal  with  the  problems 
of  each  occupation  in  a  wider  area,  and  these 
in  turn  send  up  representatives  to  the  con- 
federations, which  take  In  the  entire  kingdom. 
Next,  the  confederations  choose  representa- 
tives In  the  National  Council  of  Corporations, 
and  this  organization  embraces  all  the  busi- 
nesses and  all  the  workers  of  the  nation,  with 
Mussolini  or  his  Minister  of  Corporations  pre- 
siding and  exercising  the  overruling  power  of 
the  corporate  state. 

Employers  and  employees  remain  In  sep- 
arate syndicates,  associations  and  confedera- 
tions until  they  get  to  the  council,  where  their 
chosen  representatives  are  brought  together 
on  an  equal  footing,  to  act  either  as  a  whole  or 
In  the  sections  of  their  respective  occupations. 
The  council  considers  all  questions  that  come 
from  below  and  advises  the  Government  as  to 
its  policies  and  particularly  as  to  foreign  trade 
and  treaties.  Mussolini  calls  It  the  general 
staff  of  Italian  production  and  commerce. 
But  It  Is  only  the  staff;  the  state  is  the  com 
mander-ln-chlef.    A  general  assembly  of  the

of  salary  every  fifth  year  equal  to  one  month's 
salary;  a  months  vacation  every  year  at  full 
pay  and.  in  accordance  with  an  old  Italian 
custom,  double  pay  for  the  Christmas  month 
of  December:  three  months'  sick  leave  with 
full  pay,  three  months  more  at  half  pay:  the 
employer  must  make  a  monthly  contribution 
equal  to  two  per  cent  of  every  employee's 
lalary  to  be  deposited  to  his  account  in  the 
Bank  of  the  National  Insurance  Institute  of 
Italian  Journalists. 

Compensation  is  provided  for  in  case  of  dis-

Nor.  when 
a  paper  changes  hands,  may  its  new  owner 
fire  the  old  staff  without  paying  compen- 
sation for  dismissal: 

As  another  example  of  the  corporate  state 
at  work,  no  new  factory  or  shop  may  open 
unless  the  corporation  for  that  business  or 
else  the  state  believes  there  is  room  for  it. 
"No  one  may  come  along  and  set  up  another 
cafe  within  a  certain  distance  of  this  one," 
said  a  man  as  we  sat  at  a  sidewalk  table. 
"And  that  old  drug  store  over  there  received 
a  permit  to  sell  perfumery  only  with  great 
difficulty  and  because  it  had  been  selling  it 
for  years."  As  a  rule,  please  take  note,  Italian 
drug  stores  not  only  don't  carry,  hot  dogs, 
rodas,  candles  and  cigars,  but  they  also  leave 
toilet  articles  to  be  sold  In  shops  solely  given 
to  that  specialty.  Italy  is  a  land  mostly  of 
little  shops,  and  I  have  never  yet  happened

After  Mussolm,  Who? 

NOW,  at  last,  we  come  to  the 
that  is  begged  by  every  advocate  of  a 
dictatorship.  After  Mussolini,  who  or  what? 
How  can  authority  be  transferred  and  a  system 
of  government  have  continuity  except  by 
hereditary  rule  of  by  ballot  box?  The  Fascist 
Grand  Council,  a  sort  of  privy  council,  is 
charged  with  the  duty  of  deciding  on  the  suc- 
cession But  will  Its  members,  who  have  all 
been  chosen  by  Mussolini,  agree  in  investing 
another  man  with  such  complete  power  over 
them  as  their  creator  exercises?  Or  will  thev. 
like  Alexander  s  generals,  dtsput;  among  them- 
selves for  the  vacant  chair?  Dictators  are  not 
mad?:  they  make  themselves  with  the  aid  of 
circumstances.  Mussolini  himself  frankly  says 
that  Itlly  would  not  put  up  with  two  dictators 
In  a  row.

Mussolini  has  kicked  and  cuffed 
and  banished  It  into  the  wilderness,  a  scape- 
goat laden  with  all  our  political,  economic 
and  social  sins.  But.  perhaps  to  your  surprise, 
you  have  seen  by  the  foregoing  outline  of  his 
scheme  that,  although  he  has  abolished 
political  democracy,  he  Is  doing  nothing  other 
than  building  his  corporate  state  on  the  basis 
of  an  economic  democracy  such  as  the  world 
never  has  seen.

The  White  Tower — Part  1 

P^HE  White  Tower  was  erected  in  1078. 
and  It  is,  therefore,  the  oldest  of  the 
many  buildings  to  be  found  within  the 
walls  of  the  Tower  of  London,  for  all  traces 
of  the  forts  erected  on  the  site  in  Roman 
and  Saxon  times  have  long  since  disappeared. 
It  was  built  by  William  the  Conqueror  for  the 
purpose  of  overawing  the  citizens  of  London, 
and  to  provide  him  with  a  secure  retreat  In 
case  of  need,  while  It  derives  its  name  from 
the  fact  that  in  early  days  the  external 
masonry  of  the  edifice,  for  some  unknown 
reason  received  periodical  coatings  of  white- 
wash. 

The  building,  which  is  one  of  the  strongest 
and  most  massive  in  the  world,  was  designed 
by  Bishop  Gunduli,  one  of  the  most  Ingenious 
architects  of  early  Norman  days.  The  White 
Tower  is  oblong  in  shape,  covering  an  area 
of  118  feet  by  107  feet,  and  it  rises  to  a  height 
of  ninety  feet  above  the  level  of  the  ground. 
The  external  walls  vary  from  fifteen  to  twelve 
feet  in  thickness,  and  on  each  of  the  four 
corners  of  the  roof  are  turrets,  one  of  which 
was  used  by  John  Flamsteed.  the  first 
Astronomer- Royal,  as  an  observatory  in  the 
late  seventeenth  century. 

Strongly  Fortified 

-pNTRANCE  to  /he  White  Tower  is  only 
a_-  to  be  gained  by  passing  through  narrow 
openings  in  the  wall,  situated  about  ten  feet 
above  ground  level,  which  were  originally 
reached  by  means  of  removable  flights  of 
wooden  steps,  and.  In  case  of  need,  these  steps 
could  be  rapidly  drawn  up.  Thus,  in  the 
event  of  enemies  being  successful  In  crossing 
over  the  moat,  which  completely  surrounded 
the  Tower  of  London,  and  In  forcing  their 
way  through  the  many  outer  gateways,  all  of 
which  were  strongly  portcullised  and  forti- 
fied, they  would  be  unable  to  gain  admission 
to  the  White  Tower  until  they  had  erected 
leaders  to  storm  the  narrow  entrances,  and 
while  they  were  endeavoring  to  do  this  they 
would  be  at  the  mercy  of  the  garrison  inside 
the  White  Tower,  who  would  be  able  to  safely 
drench  the  attacking  party  with  molten  lead, 
boiling  oil.  or  flaming  pitch,  to  say  nothing 
of  also  being  able  to  decimate  its  ranks  with 
storms  of  arrows  from  behind  the  protection 
of  the  battlements  and  slits  In  the  wall*. 

The  staircases  inside  the  White  Tower  were 
also  specially  designed  for  defensive  purposes, 
being  narrow  and  spiral  and  hollowed  out  of 
the  thickness  of  the  external  walls.  The 
spiral  has  a  right-hand  turn  all  the  way  up, 
and  this,  in  the  event  of  an  enemy  actually 
effecting  an  entrance,  would  give  the  defend- 
ers an  overwhelming  advantage,  as,  although 
they  might  be  driven  backwards  and  upwards, 
step  by  step,  by  force  of  numbers,  they  would 
have  ample  room  for  sword-play  with  their 
right  arms,  while  the  attacking  party  would 
be  correspondingly  hampered  in  their  move-

their  bodies  were  secretly  conveyed  to  this 
hiding  place  In  the  White  Tower,  where  they 
remained  concealed  for  a  couple  of  centuries. 
The  remains  of  the  unfortunate  youths,  which 
were  accidentally  discovered  during  the  pro- 
gress of  some  structural  alterations,  were 
taken  to  Westminster  Abbey,  where  their  final 
resting  place  Is  in  a  small  stone  casket  In  the 
Chapel  of  Henry  VII. 

In  the  days  when  the  Tower  of  London  was 
used  as  a  royal  residence,  the  little  Chapel  of 
8t.  John  in  the  White  Tower  was  the  place 
of  worship  of  the  sovereign.  It  Is  one  of  -the 
finest  and  best- preserved  specimens  of  pure 
Norman  architecture  in  England,  and  it  is  a 
perfect  Norman  church  in  miniature,  being 
only  fifty-five  feet  long  and  twenty- one  feet 
wide.  When  the  rebels,  under  Wat  Tyler, 
succeeded  In  entering  the  Tower  In  1381,  during 
the  temporary  absence  of  the  King  and  his 
soldiers,  they  discovered  Simon  of  Sudbury. 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  kneeling  in  prayer 
at  the  chapel  altar.  The  revolting  peasants 
regarded  the  Primate  as  one  of  the  chief 
authors  of  their  many  woes,  and  during  their 
march  on  London  they  had  destroyed  his 
lesidences  at  Canterbury  and  Lambeth.  To 
discover  him  alone  and  quite  unprotected  was 
a  totally  unexpected  pleasure,  which  they 
promptly  celebrated  by  hanging  him  from  a 
gibbet  on  Tower  Hill. 

Occupied  by  Raleigh 

TMMEDIATELY  below  the  chapel  is  a  small 
X  cell,  which  is  said  to  have  been  occupied 
by  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  during  the  last  of  his 
three  terms  of  Imprisonment  In  the  Tower. 
This  gallant  adventurer  had  his  first  experi- 
ence as  a  prisoner  In  the  reign  of  Elizabeth, 
whom  he  offered  seriously  by  daring  to  make 
love  to  one  of  the  court  ladies  without  the 
royal  sanction,  but  he  was  allowed  a  certain 
amount  of  freedom  within  the  walls  of  the 
Tower,  and  he  took  advantage  of  this  freedom 
to  marry  his  lady-love.  The  news  of  the 
marriage  speedily  reached  the  earn  of  the 
Queen,  who  kept  Raleigh  In  solitary  confine- 
ment until  her  wrath  was  appealed.  Soon 
after  the  accession  of  James  I  the  King 
charged  Raleigh  with  treason,  and  at  the  con- 
clusion of  a  so-called  trial,  which  was  the  most 
shocking  travesty  of  Justice  in  British  history, 
he  was  condemned  to  death  for  a  crime  which 
he  stoutly  dented,  and  of  which  there  was 
not  a  single  shred  of  evidence  to  connect  him 
with. 

For  some  unknown  reason  the  king  delayed 
Ralelghs  execution,  but  he  kept  him  a  close 
prisoner  in  the  Tower  for  over  twelve  years, 
and  then  released  him  to  take  charge  of  the 
Ill-fated  expedition  to  Guiana,  which  failed 
principally  owing  to  the  poltroonery  and 
treachery  of  the  king.  On  Raleigh's  return 
to  England  he  was  again  sent  to  the  Tower, 
and  James,  having  failed  to  induce  the 
governor  of  the  Tower  to  remove  him  by 
means  of  slow  poison,  raked  up  the  conviction 
of  nearly  fourteen  years  earlier,  with  the  re- 
sult that  one  of  the  most  plctureaque  and 
gallant  figures  in  British  history  met  a  totally

the  contents  of  his  excellent  wine  cellar.  He 
planted  a  special  kind  of  weed  on  top  and 
measured  the  spot  carefully  from  the  house 
and  the  fountain. 

His  neighbors  on  either  side  similarly  hid 
their  silver  and  other  treasures,  but.  on  re- 
turning after  the  Armistice,  only  Dellus'  wine 
was  found  again.  The  less-careful  neighbors 
still  hope  to  dig  up  some  of  their  plate 
time  planting  time  comes  round.

Springhouse  School 

O-  N  our  way  back  from  Dog  Creek  we  stayed 
at  a  little  isolated  log  schoolhouse  called 
8prlnghouse.  to  give  the  kiddles  a  treat.  In 
spite  of  It  being  Saturday,  the  usual  weekly 
holiday,  every  child  answered  the  roll-call,  and 
at  the  close  of  the  screening,  for  our  special 
benefit,  they  gave  a  special  display  of  physical 
"Jerks"  and  a  rousing  cheer  as  we  left  the 
school  compound. 

Many  other  schools  in  outlying  districts  were 
visited,  and  the  teaching  staffs  unanimously 
expressed  unstinted  enthusiasm  at  the  exhibi- 
tion of  the  various  reels  of  Industrial,  travel 
and  natural  history  films.  At  Lillooct,  a  hall 
quite  close  to  the  school  was  used  for  projec- 
tion, and  here  a  wonderful  proof  of  the  effi- 
cacy of  this  method  of  teaching  was  forth- 
coming.

As  a  Producer  of  Ensilage

trs  have  \el  to  be  undertaken  to 
thrlr  ultimate  comparative  value 
Conclusions  reached  at  the  Saanlchton 
farm  are  that  artichokes,  leaves,  stalks  and 
tubers,  give  a  total  greenwelght  on  peaty  soil 
of  fifty  tons  1,200  pounds  an  acre,  much 
heavier  than  either  sunflower  or  corn;  that 
artichokes  contain  much  the  same  feeding 
value  as  potatoes;  that  ensilage  made  from 
them  ls  very  like  that 
and  that  on  red  land  artlchc 
yielded  slightly  by  sunflowers. 

Planting  Artichokes 

TN  the  test  plots  the  artichokes  were  planted 
A  thirty-six  Inches  apart  each  way,  the  sun- 
flower and  corn  were  sown  In  rows  thlrty-slx 
Inches  apart,  and  the  plants  thinned  to 
twelve  Inches  In  the  row.  Tests  were  made  on 
both  black  and  red  soils.  On  the  black  soil 
the  artichokes  yielded  more  than  thirty-two 
tons  of  stalks  and    leaves  and    more  than 

fifty  tons.  The  sunflowers  yielded  almost 
thirty -one  tons  and  the  corn  was  Just  under 
twenty  tons. 

On  the  red  soli  the  artichokes  yielded  eleven 
tons  of  stalks  and  leaves  and  nearly  fifteen 
tons  of  tubers,  a  total  yield  of  nearly  twenty- 
six  tons.  The  sunflowers  yielded  a  ton  more 
and  the  corn  yield  was  eleven  tons. 

The  artichokes  were  planted  on  April  4  and 
the  sunflowers  and  corn  on  May  20.  The  arti- 
chokes and  corn  were  harvested  on  October 
20  and  the  sunflowers  on  October  12.  Mam- 


Same  Protein  Content 

C COMPARING  the  entire  plant  of  the  artl- 
J  choke  with  sunflower  forage,  it  was  found 
that  the  artichoke  was  much  the  same  in  pro- 
tein content,  had  about  one-third  the  fat 
content.  wa>  *>0  per  tent  higher  in 
hydrates  and  had  little  mon 
much  fibre. 

The  Jerusalem  aitldmke  is  the 
stem  tubei  of  a  native  .sunflower.  The  plant 
is  grown  in  many  part.s  of  the  world  and  Its 
culture  known  for  centimes,  yet  artichokes 
have  never  become  popular  over  wide  areas. 

Artichokes  are  planted  much  after  the  man- 
ner of  potatoes,  and  may  be  depended  upon  to 
produce  its  smallish,  white,  edible  tubers 
throughout  the  sca.v.n  uuh  little  care  or  at- 
tention. All  farm  stock  seem  to  like  leaves, 
stalk  and  tubers  Raw  or  boiled  and  served 
cold  with  oil  and  vinegar,  artichokes  make  a 
very  palatable  Winter  or  8prlng  salad.  They 
are  also  used  In  the  making  of  soups  Mam- 
moth White  French  ls  supposed  to  be  an  Im- 
proved strain  of  Jerusalem  artichoke,  and  as 
such  may  have  distinct  value.  About  two 
years  ago  the  Mammoth  White  French  arti- 
choke was  receiving  considerable  attention  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  At  this  time,  or

The  similarity  on  composition  between 
potatoes  and  artichoke  tubers  was  found  to  be 
on  chemical  analysis.  Potatoes 
78  8  per  cent  moisture  and  artl- 
73  23  per  cent.  Orade  protein 
content  of  tfl*  two  was  practically  the  same 
at  2.2  per  cent  and  2  33  per  cent.  Orade  fat 
content  was  almost  identical,  but  in  carbo- 
hydrates the  potatoes  contained  17.4  per  cent 
and  the  artichokes  1.48  per  cent.  The  arti- 
chokes were  considerably  higher  in  fibre,  with 
1.23  per  cent,  while  the  potatoes  contained  .4 
per  cent.  Ash  content  of  the  artichokes  was 
1.62  and  In  potatoes  1.1. 

In  the  potato  the  carbohydrates  consist  en- 
tirely, or  practically  so,  of  starch,  the  feeding 
value  of  which  ls  well  known.  In  the  arti- 
choke tuber  about  2  per  cent  of  the  carbo- 
hydrates ls  Inulln.  and  while  this  can  be 
utilized  by  the  animal,  its  nutritive  value  has 


Crane  says  in  part 
plant,  only  recently 
British  Columbia,  seems  to  surpass  all  others 
yet  offered  as  a  producer  of  ensilage  and  feed 
for  stock.  The  course,  heavy  stalks  are  much 
less  in  proportion  than  the  regular  sunflowers. 
For  succulence  and  palatabillty  they  are  hard 
to  beat.  On  good  low  land  with  moisture  It 
will  grow  to  twelve  to  fourteen  feet  in  height, 
and  the  branches  meet  when  planted 
feet.  The  regular  yield  of  green  ensilage  ls 
about  eighteen  tons  per  acre.  When  corn  and 
sunflower  are  froaen,  these  plant*  are  not 
touched  by  frost.  8evere  frost  may  Injure  th» 
leaves,  but  the  tubers  are  Immune. 

"I  plant  about  3x3  feet.  I  follow  my  potato 
crop.  A  light  dressing  of  manure  is  desirable. 
Plant  one  tuber  to  the  hill.  Do  not  cut  the 
tubers.  The  larger  the  tuber  the  better.  If 
there  are  many  tubers  stuck  together,  take 
your  hands  and  pull  apart,  but  do  not  on  any 
consideration  cut  them  If  you  want  success. 
Cultivate  until  plant*  are  two  or  three  feet 
high  About  the  second  week  in  September 
the  small  flower  comes  on  top.  and  then  I 
begin  to  think  of  cutting  for  silage  or  green 
feed  for  the  cows.  The  tubers  are  left  in  the 
ground  until  October,  when  they  may  be  dug

hot  water  treatment  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  parasitic  nematodes  In  narcissus 
bulbs  has  been  of  Inestimable  value  to  Cans- 
horticulture,  yet  the  experiments  at 
Newton  and  R.  J.  Hastings  of  the 
Dominion  Laboratory  of  Plant  Pathology  at 
Saanlchton.  British  Columbia,  and  those  at 
others,  show  that  the  treatment  frequently 
fall*  to  destroy  all  the  nematodes,  particularly 
when  the  bulbs  are  treated  alter  a  long  storage 


The  data  from  Saanlchton  suggest  that  the 
Ineffectiveness  of  the  standard  hot  water  treat- 
ment when  applied  late  in  the  season  is  due 

pre-adult  nematodes  takes  place  after  the 
bulbs  are  lifted,  and  also  because  the  ma**ea 
of  dormant  pre-adults  are  often  well  Isolated 
from  the  moisture  of  the  bath  by  the  bulb 
scales  and  corky  basal  plates.    Also  they  are

The  Dominion  pathologists  recommend  that 
the  hot  water  treatment  be  employed  not  later 
than  four  weeks  after  lifting  when  the  lifting 
Is  done  as  soon  as  the  foliage  dies  down.

have  been  grown  Winter  Injury  has  been  less 
than  on  those  plots,  receiving  clean  cultlva- 

mentloned  plots  have  produced  larger  and 
more  vigorous  canes  which  are  more  sus- 
ceptible to  Injury  than  smaller  ones.  Where 
growth  conditions  are  not  satisfactory  and  In- 
sufficient soil  fertility  Is  the  cause,  8prlng 
seeding  with  cover  crops  would  not  be  a  wise 
practice  to  follow. 

Fall  rye  makes  a  satisfactory  crop  to  seed 
down  toward  the  end  of  August  or  early  In 
September,  after  the  patch  has  been  cleaned 
up.

Consumption  of  Farm 
Produce  in  Canada 


HE  discovery  of  such  famous  varieties 
of  wheat  as  Marquis,  Oarnet  and  Re- 
ward, the  result  of  years  of 
and  breeding  at  the  Central 
Farm  at  Ottawa  have  put  many  millions  of 
dollars  into  the  pockets  of  Canadian  farmers 
and  the  general  public.  And  there  are  as  big 
dividends  ahead,  for  the  Canadian  farmer  will 
benefit  by  the  recent  accomplishment  in  con- 
nection with  the  development  of  rust  resistant 
wheat. 

For  many  years  the  greatest  economic  losses 
of  wheat  and  oats  have  been  caused  by  fungi 
of  which  black  stem  rust  ls  one  of  the  worst 
of  the  family.  Rust  has  caused  an  annual 
loss  in  the  yield  and  grade  to  wheat  and  oats 
In  the  three  prairie  provinces  as  high  as 
,000 ,000. 

As  a  result  of  years  of  work  In  connection 
with  cereal  breeding  and  pathological  re- 
searches on  rust,  smuts,  foot  rots  and  other 
cereal  diseases  co-ordinated  by  a  committee 
known  as  the  associate  committee  on  field 
crop  diseases,  the  members  of  this  committee 
being-  representatives  of  the  Dominion  De- 
of  Agriculture,  the  National  Re- 
Councll  and  the  Western  universities 
and  colleges,  strains  of  rust  resistant  wheat, 
with  what  is  believed  will  have  the  yielding 
ability,  baking,  milling  and  early  ripening 
qualities  of  such  varieties  as  Marquis  have 
been  developed.  In  two  or  three  years'  time 
seed  that  will  withstand  the  attacks  of  rust 
will  be  released  In  substantial  quantities.  The 
story  behind  this  triumph  is  one  of  the  most 
engaging  epics  in  the  whole  history  of  Cana- 
dian agriculture.  Its  economic  Importance  ls 
practically  Incalculable. 

Fifty  Years  of  Effort 

FOR  years  there  has  been  a  merry  com- 
petition between  the  plant  pathologists 
and  the  plant  breeders.  As  fast  as  the  latter 
evolved,  a  new  variety  the  former  would  in- 
oculate It  with  rust,  but  the  plant  breeders 
have  won  and  the  pathologists  are  happy  over 
their  defeat.  From  about  thirty-two  varieties 
out  of  many  hundreds  that  have  been  ex- 
perimented with,  a  few  have  been  selected  as 

demanded.  This  important  contribution  in 
the  realm  of  cereal  plant-breeding  in  Canada 
reveals  a  story  of  nearly  half  a  century  of  de- 
termined effort,  replete  with  discouragement 
and  disappointment,  but    ultimately  with

Are  Blown  Northwards 

TIE  black  spores  (black  rust)  which  ap- 
pea 


pears  at  harvest  time  are  simply 
spore  form  of  the  same  organism.  An  investi- 
gation showed  that  epidemics  of  rust  In 
Western  Canada  are  Initiated  by  red  spores 
blown  northward  from  fields  of  rusted  grain 
lying  south  of  the  international  border.  Rust 
epidemics  In  the  Prairie  Provinces  are,  there- 
fore, not  of  local  origin. 

The  organism  which  produces  rust  does  not 
develop  in  the  soil.  Disinfection  of  the  soil 
cannot,  therefore,  destroy  the  organism.  There 
ls  no  authentic  record  of  any  case  where  soil 
treatment  has  Immunized  the  plants  against 
rust. 

Rusted  wheat  kernels  when  sown  do  not 
develop  Into  rusted  wheat  plants.  Seed  treat- 
ments are.  therefore,  useless  as  a  means  of 
controlling  rust.  About  the  only  method  of 
controlling  rust,  other  than  by  the  develop- 
ment of  rust  resistant  varieties  of  grain,  ls  by 
applying  something  to  the  wheat  plants  them- 
selves which  will  adhere  to  them  for  a  con- 
siderable length  of  time  and  which  will  be 
toxls  to  the  germinating  rust  spores.  Sulphur, 
In  a  finely  powdered  condition,  is  effective  in 
controlling  all  cereal  rusts,  but  the  cost,  four 
or  five  dollars  an  acre,  is  prohibitive. 

New  Strain  Developed 

TIE  more  promising  strains  of  rust  re- 
sistant wheats  developed  and  which  give 
every  indication  of  proving  thoroughly  satis- 
factory were  obtained  from  two  families.  The 
first  was  derived  by  crossing  Marquis  on  a 
highly  resistant  Durum  variety  known  as 
Pentad,  while  the  second  originated  as  a  re- 
sult of  a  cross  between  Marqula  or  Reward  on 
a  derivative  of  a  Marquls-Emmer  cross.  Thou- 
of  cross   breeding    experiment*  have 


been  made  and  the  result*  most  carefully 
recorded  so  that  there  ls  a  wealth  of  valuable 
Information  accumulated  on  this  phase  of 
plant  pathology  and  plant  breeding. 

The  strains  of  rust  resistant  wheat  have  as 
yet  not  been  given  names.  They  are  known 
by  numbers  and  not  until  they  have  earned 
their  right  by  proven  merit  will  they  be 
christened  and  registered.  Moreover,  the  Do- 
minion Department  of  Agriculture  does  not 
intend  that  anyone  shall  be  able  to  exploit  to 
his  financial  advantage  the  new  rust  resistant 
wheats,  so  the  seeds  will  be  controlled  by  the 
Cereal  Division  of  the  Experimental  Farms 
until  sufficient  has  been  developed  so  that 
small  lot*  can  be  distributed  to  a  large  number 
of  farmers. 

These  Men  Responsible 

*yHE  plant  pathologists  have  carried  on 
-I  their  work  under  Dr.  H.  T.  Oussow,  Do- 
minion Botanist,  whose  address  to  the  select 
standing  committee  on  agriculture  and 
colonization  In  1924  was  a  factor  in  influenc- 
ing the  Dominion  Parliament  to  make  a  grant 
of  $50,000  for  the  erection  of  a  rust  research 
laboratory  In  Winnipeg.  When  the  laboratory 
was  built  and  equipped  Dr.  D.  L.  Bailey  con- 
ducted the  pathological  work  until  he  went 
to  the  University  of  Toronto  a*  professor  of 
plant  pathology,  when  he  was  succeeded  by 
Dr.  J.  H.  Craigle. 

The  plant  breeding  work  has  been  prin- 
cipally directed  by  L.  H.  Newman.  Dominion 
Cerealist.  who  had  as  his  right  bower  at  the 
laboratory  in  Winnipeg  Dr.  C.  H.  Ooulden. 
able  geneticist.  The  whole  of  the  correlated 
work  has  been  directed  largely  by  the  associate 
committee  on  field  crop  diseases  of  the  Na- 
tional Research  Council,  practical  co-opera- 
tion has  also  been  given  by  the  Universities  of 
Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  and  the  Pro- 
vincial Departments  of  Agriculture  of  the 
three  prairie  provinces.

How  Rust  Attacks  Stem 

THE  organism  causing  stem  rust  t 
parasite  plant  belonging  to  a  Ion 
of  plant  life,  called  Fungi  and  grows  only  In 
living  plant  tissue  This  organism  attacks  the 
growing  plant  and  robs  It  of  both  food  and 
water.  Contrary  to  a  commonly-held  opinion, 
rust  ls  not  produced  by  moist,  warm  weather. 

however,  promotes  the  rapid 
ru*t.    If  the  organism  ls  ab- 
sent, no  rust  will  develop 

The  rust  organism  multiplies  by  the  pro- 
duction of  counties*  thousands  of  microscopic 
"seeds"  called  spores.  Masses  of  these  spores 
have  a  reddish  color  and  constitute  the  "red 
dust"  so  well  known  to  farmers  These  spare* 
are  carried  by  the  wind  from  the  plants  on 
which  they  are  produced  to  other  plsnts. 
Whenever  a  heavy  dew  or  shower  of  rain  oc- 
curs these  spores  readily  germinate.  Infect  the 
plants,  and  produce  new  crops  of  spores.

LES  PRESAGES 

On  the  opening  night  three  ballets 
were  presented.  The  first.  "Les 
Presages,-  has  for  Its  subject  man's 
struggle  against  his  destiny,  and  Is 
based  on  Tschalkowsky's  Fifth 
Symphony. 

The  first  scene  portrays  life  In- 
terrupted as  It  so  often  Is  by  diver- 
sions, by  desires  and  by  tempta- 
The  second  scene  shows  the 
on  of  love  that  shatters  the 
tlner  human  soul.  Love  strives  to 
.Ight  passion,  but  Its  beauty  Is  al- 
most destroyed.  The  third  scene  is 
a  dlvertlsement  in  which  abandoned 
gaiety  is  dominant.  In  the  final 
scene,  the  evil  In  men  urges  them  to 
&  aplrlt  of  warfare.  The  women, 
although  desiring  to  keep  them  back, 
are  overcome  by  the  glamour  of  It, 
and  follow  them.  The  heroes,  after 
countless  dangers,  celebrate  the  tri- 
umphant end  of  strife  and  evil 
which  they  have  conquered. 

"The  Three  Cornered  Hat"  was 
also  presented.    The  music  Is  by  de 
Falla.    choreography    by  Leonide 
Masslne  (maltre  de  ballet  for  the 
company),  and  scenic  designs  by 
Picasso.    This  ballet  has  had  a  re- 
markable success,  though  11  has  not 
been  seen  In  London  for  some  time. 
It  was.  In  fact,  actually  created  in 
London,  being  one  of  the  two  ballets 
added  to  the  repertoire  in  the  sea- 
yon  of  1919  at  the  Alhambra  Theatre. 
THIRD  ATTRACTION 
The  third  attraction  of  the  open- 
ing night  was  "Le  Lac  des  Cygnes," 
to  music  by  Tschalkowsky.  A  pretty 
fantasle,  with  none  of  the  power  of 
Les  Presages.    A  prince  goes  hunt- 
ing with  friends  near  a  lake.  Pres- 
ently swans  appear  and  dance  In  the 
moonlight  like  young  girls.  The 
prince  falls  in  love  with  the  queen 
of  the  swans  and  stops  the  hunt  to 
take  part  In  their  dance,  but  an  evil 
genius  has   condemned    these  en- 
chanted princesses  to  take  the  form 
of  swans  and  they  fly  away  at  day- 
break.

Edna  Thomas,  "The  Lady  From 
Louisiana,''  gave  a  very  attractive 
recital  recently  with  the  Canadian 
pianist,  Gwen  Williams,  as  her  ac- 
companist.   This  was  another  "cos- 
tume" evening,  and  the  programme 
was  composed  of  negro  spirituals, 
Creole  negro  dance  tunes,  Louisiana 
"Ballits,"  improvised  in  the  early 
twentieth  century,  and  a  group  of 
Harlem  market  cries,  collected  by 
Frank  Byrd.  and  presented  through 
the  cosrtesy  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Markets  of  New  York  City.

Although  Thomas  Craven  Is  still 
a  young  man,  he  has  done  more  to 
make  America  art  conscious  than 
any  other  critic.  He  has  done  this 
by  relating  Art  to  Life.  He  has  made 
Art  as  important  to  human  well- 
being  as— vitamins. 

In  his  "Modern  Art"  (8immon  & 
Schuster)  he  has  repeated  the 
achievement  of  his  successful  "Men 
of  Art"  by  making  culture  painless 
to  the  most  material  minded.  Even 
to  a  person  indifferent  to  Art.  the 
reading  of  his  book  Is  a  thrilling  ad 
venture  In  which  indifference  Is  soon 
lost.  Craven  has  the  rare  gift  of 
making  a  subject  intensely  interest 
lng  without  resorting  to  any  of  the 
cheap  tricks.  His  swift,  picturesque 
prose  Is  an  uncompromising  medium 
for  opinions.  He  condemns  mass 
mediocrity  with  the  same  shatter 
ing  Irony  as  he  does  the  "precious 
few"  who  regard  art  as  their  spe- 
cial privilege. 

He  has  a  genius  for  putting  people 
In  their  places.  It  may  not  be  the 
place  you  would  choose,  but  his  keen 
critical  sense,  his  ardor,  which  some- 
times approaches  violence,  soon 
ivlnce  you  of  your  error. 

RKAL  DRAMATIST 

It  has  been  given  to  few  writers  to 
make  knowledge  so  pleasant  and 
stimulating;  to  reveal  romance 
and  human  endeavor  along  aesthetic 
lines  so  poignantly.  His  chapters 
on  Modlgllanl.  Van  Oogh  and  Gau- 
guin are  as  dramatic  as  any  novelist 
or  playwright  could  Invent.

When  this  column  was  first  in- 
augurated, one  of  the  books  re- 
viewed was  "Strange  Brother,"  by 
Blair  Nlles.  For  a  book  of  its  type 
—it  dealt  with  a  form  of  perversion 
— It  was  well-written  and  the  in- 
terest sustained,  but  there  was 
nothing  In  It  to  foreshadow  the 
powerful  picture  of  the  sixteenth 
century  that  the  author  has 
presented  In  her  latest  book,  "Maria 
Paluna." 

Historical  novels  will  always  have 
their  following  and  those  who  like 
that  type  of  reading  will  simply 
revel  In  this  colorful  tale  of  the 
Spanish  conquest  of  Guatemala. 
The  story  starts  in  the  year  1522 
and  ends  with  the  death  of  the 
century  and  also  the  death  of  the 
heroine,  Maria  Paluna.  whose  life 
and  romance  are  strangely  en- 
tangled with  the  fate  of  her 
country. 

UNUSUAL  CHILD 
As  the  story  opens.  Paluna.  a 
little  Quiche  maiden,  was  attending 
her  first  ceremonial  sacrifice.  8hc 
was  an  unusual  child,  and  hei 
father.  Ahzlb.  courtier  at  the  court 
of  Utatlan,  felt  that  both  through 
her  beauty  and  Intelligence,  she 
would  become  a  royal  concubine. 
To  this  end  she  was  carefully  in- 
structed In  the  culture  and  history 
of  the  Quiche,  and  because  she  was 
so  truly  feminine 

able  that  In  time  she  would  have 
become  almost  a  legend,  compar- 
able to  the  great  courtesans  who 
brighten  or  mar  history's  pages. 

Fate,  however,  had  a  different 
destiny  for  her,  and  rumors  of  the 
conquering  advance  of  the  strange 
"white  gods"  and  their  still 
stranger  horses,  began  to  disturb 
the  thinking  men  of  Guatemala. 
News  of  the  fall  of  Mexico,  and  the 
fate  of  Montezuma  was  brought  by- 
traders,  and  Ahzlb,  who  was  sent 
on  a  diplomatic  mission  to  treat 
with  the  Invaders,  felt  fear  for  his 
bright  and  beautiful  Paluna.  It 
was  unthinkable  that  she  should  be 
enslaved  and  branded,  so  Ahzlb  be- 
trayed his  people  to  the  extent  that 
he  became  interpreter  for  the 
Spaniards  In  return  for  his  child's 
safety. 

TORRID  LOVE  SCENE 
Paluna.  with  a  child's  fearless- 
ness, admired  the  horse  of  the 
Cavalier  Leon  de  Gonzales,  nick- 
named the  Merry,  and  a  warm  af- 
fection sprang  up  between  the  pair, 
and  culminated  years  later  In  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  love  scenes  It 
has  been  this  reviewer's  fortune  to 
read.  It  was  a  rarely  beautiful 
love,  and  though  Leon  was  killed  In 
the  terrible  advance  to  Ecuador 
after  he  married  Paluna,  the  Quiche 
spirit  remained  In  close  communion 
with  him  until  her  death  fifty  years 
later. 

With  Leon's  death  Paluna  lived 
only  for  their  child.  Clara,  who  In 
arance  and  characteristics  was 
purely  Spanish.  Paluna  allowed  the 
child  to  be  adopted  by  a  Spanish 
lady,  and  she  herself  undertook  a 
mission  with  the  traders  to  spread 
Christianity  by  peaceful  means. 
Later  she  married  one  of  the  trad- 
ers, a  Quiche  Indian.  Rumal,  and 
had  several  children.  The  mar- 
riage was  based  on  friendship  and 
a  desire  to  preserve  the  pure 
blood,  and  It  brought  Paluna 
lty.  But  always  her  heart  and  gogfl 
remained  Leon's,  for  she  was  the 
turtle-dove  who  takes  but  one  mate, 
and  from  afar  ahe  followed  the 
foTt ones  of  her  Quiche  Spanish 
child.  Clara,  and  later  when  Clara 
married  one  of  the  greatest  Spanish 
grandees.

It  Is,  for  the  adult 
reader,  what  "Alice  In  Wonder- 
land" Is,  In  an  immature  way.  Is 
for  the  mental  adolescent.  It 
scoffs  at  existing  conditions  and 
contemporary  writers  in  Cabell's 
best  manner.  It  pokes  fun  at 
George  Bernard  8haw  and  proph- 
esies that  a  day  will  come  when 
every  Virginian  home  will  have  at 
least  one  book  as  well  as  its 
refrigerator.  It  mocks  the.  realism 
that  distinguishes  the  modern 
newspaper  and  conveys  one  in  a 
icwildering  manner  through  time 
md  space.  It  mixes  erudition  with 
parables,  as  its  hero.  Smirt,  a  self- 
satlsfled  author,  trifles  with  planets, 
beautiful  ladles,  cosmic  laws  and 
whatnots  In  his  efforts  to  restore  to 
Arachne,  a  pretty  and  somewhat 
moronic  damsel,  her  legend  which 
has  been  lost  beyond  the  land  of 
it  seemed  lnevlt-  \ commonsense. 

Everyday  characters  whom  every- 
one knows,  Including  various  mani- 
festations of  one's  own  self,  are 
identified  with  the  people  who  ap- 
pear and  disappear  during  the 
course  of  Smirt's  dream.

PLAGUE  SWEEPS  VILLAGE

menaced  the  survivors.  The  vil- 
lagers practically  lived  at  the 
church,  praying  night  and  day  for 
intercession.  It  was  the  worst  thing 
they  could  have  done,  but  of  course.

They  have  a  maximum  speed  of 
seventy- five  to  eighty  miles  per 
hour  and  provide  a  morning  and 
afternoon  business  service  in  each 
direction. 

In  externa]  appearance  and  de- 
sign the  new  cars  are  similar  to 
the  experimental  rail  car,  which  has 
been  providing  local  services  in  the 
Southall  and  Oxford  district  during 
the  last  four  months.  It  is  the  out 
standing  success  of  this  car  that 
decided  the  company  to  extend  its 
use  to  main-line  express  services 
between  Important  centres  where 
the  runing  of  an  ordinary  "through" 
train  is  not  Justified. 

The  new  cars  resemble  huge  sea- 
plane floats  with  large  flush-fitting 
observation  windows  running  along 
the  top  half  and  emerging  at  the 
ends  into  sloping  control  cabins.  The 
design  is  the  result  of  wind-tunnel 
tests,  and  head-wind  resistance  is 
reduced  to  a  fifth  of  that  encoun- 
tered by  a  similar  flat-ended  car. 

The  sides  are  carried  down  with- 
in a  foot  of  the  track,  completely 
enclosing  the  whole  of  the  mechan- 
ism and  practically  all  of  the 
wheels.  All  exterior  fittings  such 
as  headlights,  door  handles  and 
hinges  are  streamlined  so  as  to 
reduce  wind  resistance  to  a  mini- 
mum.

DISTINGUISHING  MARK 

The  science  or  art  of  heraldry 
grew,  of  course,  out  of  the  days 
when  armor  so  completely  envel- 
oped the  wearer  that  his  Identity 
was  indistinguishable  unless  he  bore 
some  sort  of  device — or  trade  mark, 
aa  it  were— by  which  hla  friends— 
or  enemies— might  know  him.  A 
regular  code  was  evolved  and  these 
devices  or  coats-of-arms  became  the 
badges,  first  of  all  of  individual*  and 
later  on  of  famine*,  so  that  in 
course  of  time  there  emerged  a 
systematic  method  of  recording 
these  emblems  of  great  families 
which  could  be  read,  almost  as 
music  is  read,  by  those  familiar 
with  its  rules. 

Apart  from  the  prescribing  and 
recording  of  the  arms  themselves, 
the  Heralds'  Office  has  not  inter- 
fered.  Most  coats  of  arms  have  as- 
sociated with  them  a  motto,  espe- 
cially those  of  comparatively  recent 
grants.  This  in  many  cases,  though 
perhaps  old,  in  fact,  ls  not  so  old 
as  the  arms  themselves.    Some  of 
them  express  pious  hopes  for  the 
preservation  of  the  family;  some  of 
them  are  definitely  aggressive;  some 
are  connected  with  a  family  tradi- 
tion; some  are  nothing  more  than 
plays  on  the  family  names.  Thus, 
In  that  order,  we  get  "In  Ood  we 
trust"  and  "Let  Curzon  hold  what 
Curzon  held."    In  the  third  cate- 
gory ls  the  Conlngham  family  mot- 
to of  "Over,  Fork   Over,"  in  sup- 
posed reference  to  the  traditional 
escape  of  an  ancestor  when  that 
order    was  given  to   soldiers  who 
were  searching  for  him  while  he  lay 
concealed  beneath  a  heap  of  straw 
in  a  barn.    And  last,  there  Is  the 
play  on  words,  such,  for  instance, 
as  the  Vernon  family  motto,  which 
Is  "Vernon  semper  vlret"  (Vernon 
always  flourishes),    or    "Ver  non 
semper  vlret"  (Spring  does  not  al- 
ways flourish),  as  you  chose.

This  business  of  wearing  orchids 
isn't  quite  as  simple  as  it  might  be. 
There's  a  distinct  etiquette  of  plac- 
ing, as  well  as  a  question  qi  good 
taste  in  color,  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  proper  occasion  upon  which  to 
wear  this  rare  flower.  And  there's 
also  a  law  of  numbers  to  obey. 

The  chic  woman  doesn't  wear  or- 
chids upside  down,  stems  pointing 
heavenwards.  Nor  does  she  breeze 
into  certain  places  wearing  these 
flowers,  any  more  than  she  years  an 
evening  gown  at  noon. 

One  orchid,  Just  pinned  on  at  the 
shoulder  as  though  by  chance,  is 
nice.  But  two  orchids — never!  This 
arrangement  ls  too  banal,  too  uni- 
form. Three  orchids  gives  the  wearer 
an  air  of  distinction— and  five  or- 
chids, that  million-dollar,  off-to- 
Europe  look. 

The  orchid  ls  not  a  delicate  flower, 
surprising  as  this  may  seem.  Dur- 
able lb  a  rather  commonplace  word 
that  describes  its  lasting  qualities. 
With  a  little  care,  it  can  be  made 
to  last  a  considerable  length  of  time. 

Dainty  and  apparently  as  fragile 
as  the  wings  of  a  butterfly,  the  or- 
chid, under  proper  care,  wlil  retain 
its  beauty  and  perfection  for  days  at 
a  time.  Of  the  thousands  of  varieties 
of  orchids,  the  cattleya.  with  its 
widespread  petals  of  purple  and  lav- 
endar  and  a  splash  of  crimson  on 
its  drooping  Up,  is  the  most  widely 
known.  A  species  of  this  blooms 
throughout  the  year.  | 

The  blossom  of  the  cymbodlum 
orchid  is  another  variant  of  the  or- 
chid family  that  is  deservedly  pop- 
ular. Three  or  four  of  these  dec- 
orative sprays  in  a  globe-shaped 
bowl  combine  to  add  a  lovely  touch 
to  any  room.  With  the  necessary 
care,  they  will  last  for  several  weeks.

Her  experience  further  em- 
phasizes the  fact  that  it  is  possible 
to  can  fruit  satisfactorily  without 
sugar. 

While  the  fruit  was  used  for  a 
special  diet  In  her  case,  the  same 
directions  can  be  followed  for  can- 
ning fruit  for  general  use.  It  can 
be  sweetened  with  sugar  later,  if 
desired,  for  pies  and  desserts.  Sugar 
is  a  preservative,  it  is  true,  but  it  is 
used  in  canning  for  flavor  even 
more  than  It  ls  used  as  a  preserva- 
tive.

"I  lived  in  England  at  the  time 
and  we  could  obtain  only  plums, 
greengages,  pears  and  cherries  for 
canning  purposes. 

"My  father  suffered  from  chronic 
diabetes,  and,  of  course,  was  not  al- 
lowed sugar.  He  was  very  fond  of 
canned  fruit,  so  we  experimented 
by  using  Just  water  instead  of 
syrup,  with  excellent  results. 

"We  used  the  cold  pack  method, 
filling  the  bottles  with  water  pre- 
viously boiled  and  cooled  slightly. 
We  processed  the  fruit  twenty  to 
thirty  minutes,  according  to  the 
variety  of  fruit  used. 

"When  required  for  use,  empty 
the  contents  of  the  bottle  into  a 
saucepan.  Add  sufficient  saccharine 
to  sweeten  to  taste.  Heat  slowly 
until  the  saccharine  ls  dissolved, 
but  do  not  boll.  Cool  if  necessary. 
This  fruit  can  be  used  In  any 
diabetic  diet  with  doctor's  orders."
